Mr.  Graves,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting^ 
for  two  Engrossing  Clerlis,  yet  to  be  elected,  reported  that  no  per- 
son in  nomination  had  received  a  majority  of  tlie  votes. 

John  H.  Bryan,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Craven,  and  Ed- 
ward Ward,  the  Senator  fiom  the  county  of  Onslow,  appeared,  pro- 
duced the  certificates  of  their  election,  were  qualified,  and  took  their 
seats. 

Mr.  Wellborn,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  draw  up  rules  of 
order  for  the  government  of  the  Senate,  reported  the  following,  to 
wit: 

I.  When  the  Speaker  takes  the  Chair,  eacli  member  shall  take  his 
seat,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  journal  of  the  preced- 
ing day  shall  be  read. 

II.  When  any  member  is  about  to  ^)eak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  lespcctfully  ad- 
dress himself  to  the  Speaker,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  ques- 
tion under  debate,  and  avoid  personality.  And  when  two  or  more 
members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  one  who 
is  first  to  speak.  No  member  shall  speak  oftener  tiian  twice  on  the 
same  question  without  leave  of  the  House  ;  and  when  any  member  is 
speaking,  he  shall  not  be  interrupted  by  any  person,  either  by  speak- 
ing, or  by  standing  or  passing  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

III.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order  j 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed 
to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate  ;  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the 
decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in 
favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ; 
if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House. 

IV.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  no  other  motion  shalS 
be  received,  unless  it  be  to  amend  the  main  question,  to  postpone  itj. 
to  commit  it,  to  let  it  lie  en  the  table,  or  to  adjourn. 

V.  Questions  on  bills  and  resolutions  may  be  stated  by  the  Speak- 
er sitting,  but  shall  be  put  standing.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly 
put  in  this  form  :  **  As  many  as  are  of  opini  »n,  that  (as  the  case  may 
be)  say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "  as  ma- 
ny as  are  of  a  contrary  opinion,  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubt 
as  to  the  voice  of  the  majority,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Speak- 
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er  shall  call  on  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  to  rise  irons 
thcii"  seats,  and  afterwards,  those  in  the.  nrjj^ativc.  If  the  Speaker 
still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall  name  two  mem- 
bers, one  from  each  side,  to  tell  tlie  number  in  the  affiiinative, 
which  beinj^  rej)nrtcd,  he  shall  then  name  two  others,  one  from  each 
side,  to  tell  those  in  the  negative,  which  beinj^  reported,  he  shall  state 
the  division  to  the  House  and  announce  its  decision.  No  member 
shall  he  permitted  to  enter  his  yea  or  nay  unless  he  be  within  the  bar 
of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the  question  is  put  from  the  Chair,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

VI.  When  any  member  shall  make  a  motion  which  is  not  of  course, 
he  shall  reduce  the  same  to  writing  if  required. 

VII.  In  all  cases  of  ballot,  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote  ; 
and  when,  on  a  division,  there  shall  be  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the 
Speaker  shall  decide  the  question  ;  in  no  other  case  shall  ho  vote, 
^mless  his  vote,  if  given  to  tlie  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal, 
and  when  an  equal  division  is  produced  by  the  Speaker's  vote,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

Vni.  No  member  shall  depart  the  service  of  the  House  without 
leave,  or  receive  pay  as  a  member  for  the  time  he  is  absent. 

IX.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  addressed  to  the 
House,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Sj)eaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his 
place  ;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall  verbally  be 
made  by  the  introducer  ,•  and  the  petition,  memorial,  or  otiier  paper, 
shall  not  be  read  unless  so  ordei-ed  by  the  House. 

X.  A  bill  or  resolution  for  the  appropriation  of  public  money, 
shall  be  read  the  fii-st  time  for  information,  and  upon  tliis  reading, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  amendment,  but  may  be  amended  on  the  se- 
cond or  third  reading. 

XI.  All  bills  of  a  public  nature,  when  ready  for  the  second  hear- 
ing, shall  be  noted  to  be  read  at  least  one  day  previous  thereto  ;  and 
then  shall  first  be  read  for  information,  and  afterwards,  paragraph 
l>y  paragraph,  and  held  open  for  amendment. 

XII.  When  a  question  has  been  once  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  there- 
of on  the  same,  or  succeeding  day. 

XIII.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before 
it  is  read.  He  sliall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  Hall  ;  he  shall 
designate  the  members  who  shall  compose  select  committees,  except 
when  othei'wise  ordered  ;  and  the  select  committees  of  this  House 
shall  consist  of  five  members  ;  he  shall  also  appoint  the  superintend- 
ants  on  all  balloting  committees. 

XiV.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  a  committee  of  Pro- 
positions and  Grievances,  a  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections, 
and  a  Committee  of  Claims,  consisting  of  eight  members,  one  to  be 
selected  from  each  old  Judiciary  District» 
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XV.  When  the  House  r^olves  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  Chair  and  appoint  a  Chairman, 
and  when,  upon  any  other  occasion,  the  Speaker  wishes  to  leave  the 
Chair,  he  shall  appoint  a  Speaker  pi'o  tern. 

XVI.  When  any  petition,  memorial,  or  other  paper,  addressed  to 
the  House,  shall  have  heen  referred  either  to  one  of  the  standing  or 
select  committees,  they  shall,  in  their  report  on  the  petition,  memo- 
rial, or  other  paper,  make  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  facts  em- 
braced in  the  case  so  referred. 

XVII.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
gallery  or  lobby,  the  Speaker,  or  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  House,  shall  bave  power  to  have  the  same  cleared. 

XVI II.  No  person,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
Officers  and  Clerks  of  the  two  Houses  of  tlie  General  Assembly, 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Superior  Courts,  O dicers  of  tlie  State 
resident  at  the  Scat  of  Government,  members  of  Congress,  persons 
particularly  invited  by  the  Speaker,  and  such  gentlemen  as  have  been 
members  of  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  admitted  witk- 
in  the  hall  of  the  Senate. 

XIX.  Any  member  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Speaker^ 
on  any  question  of  order,  may  appeal  to  the  House. 

XX.  When  the  private  interests  of  a  member  are  concerned  in  a 
bill,  question,  or  resolution,  he  is  to  withdraw,  and  he  is  not  to  be  a 
member  of  the  committee  to  which  such  bill,  question,  or  resolutioa 
may  be  refei-red. 

XXI.  When  the  House  adjourns,  the  members  shall  keep  theii* 
seats  till  the  Speaker  leaves  the  Chair. 

XXII.  On  motion  for  adjournment,  the  question  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

The  foregoing  being  read,  it  was  resolved^  that  the  Senate  do  con- 
cur therewith  ;  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wellborn,  it  was  ordered  that  the  same  be  print- 
ed, one  copy  for  each  member  of  the  Seirate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wellborn,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  standing  committees,  which  were  made  as  follows  :

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  Report  of  the  joint- 
committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  Joint  Rules  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  two  Houses,  which  was  concurred  with  in  that  House, 
and  are  as  follows  : 

I.  Each  House  shall  perfect  and  finally  act  on  all  bills,  i-esohi- 
tions,  and  orders,  before  the  same  shall  be  communicated  to  the  other 
for  its  concurrence,  and  if  amended  in  the  House  to  which  it  is  trans- 
mitted, it  shall  be  communicated  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
asking  the  concui-i-ence  of  that  House  in  tlie  amendment. 

II.  In  any  case  of  amendment  cf  a  bill  or  resolution,  agreed  to  in 
one  House,  and  dissented  to  in  the  otiier,  if  either  house  shall  request 
a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  to  confer;  such  committee 
shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  members  of  each  House,  and 
shall,  at  a  convenient  time  and  place  to  be  agreed  on,  meet  and  state 
to  each  other,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses,  for  and  against 
th.e  amendment,  and  confer  freely  thereon,  and  make  a  report  in 
"Writing,  to  their  respective  Houses,  of  the  result  of  their  conference. 

IIT.  *'Tr  ^^ea  fi-«>m  one  House  to  the  other,  shall  be  seat  by  tli« 
Clerk  i'^'-"       ^  /   -ci;  House,  uuless  otherwise  ordered.

IV.  When  a  mcssae;ft  sliall  be  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other, 
it  shall  be  announced  at  tlie  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent  by 
the  Door-keeper,  ami  sliall  be  respectfully  delivered  to  the  Chair,  by 
the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

V.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  the  House  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  it  shall  be  under  the  si,gnature  of  the  Clerk,  and  engross- 
ed under  his  direction  and  inspection,  before  it  shall  be  communicat- 
ed to  the  other  House. 

VI.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly 
enrolled  on  suitable  paper,  by  the  Engrossing  Clerks,  before  it  shall 
be  presented  for  ratification. 

VI!.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  carefully  examined 
by  a  joint  committee  of  two  from  the  Senate,  and  four  from  the 
House  of  Commons,  appointed  as  a  committee  for  that  puipose, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  carefully  to  con)pare  the  enrolment  with  the 
engrossed  bills,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and  correcting  any  er- 
rors tliat  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their 
report  of  the  said  bills,  to  the  House. 

Vin.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  ratified  and 
signed  in  the  respective  Houses  ;  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  then  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

IX.  All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  of  the  two  Houses,  shall  be 
examined,  engrossed,  and  signed,  in  the  same  manner  as  bills.

XII.  The  committee  of  Finance  shall  be  joint,  consisting  of  eight 
members  of  each  House,  one  to  be  selected  from  each  of  the  former 
Judicial  districts.  ' 

XIII.  The  Library  committee  shall  be  a  joint  standing  commit- 
tee, consisting  of  thi'ce  members  fi'om  each  House,  appointed  by  the 
Speakers  thereof,  respectively. 

XIV.  Whenever  either  House  shall  order  any  paper  or  document 
to  be  pi'iiited,  it  shall  be  printed  in  ottavo  form,  on  good  paper,  and 
with  fair  tvi>e,  and  shall  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner: 
one  copy  tliereof  to  each  Member  of  tiie  General  Assembly  ;  one  co- 
py to  the  Clerk  of  eacli  House,  for  the  use  thereof,  and  ten  copies 
sliall  be  deposited  in  the  Public  Library.

VI 1}-,  vmder  tlie  superintcndance  of  tJiree  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
shall  draw  the  necessary  miniber  of  Jurors,  who  shall,  on  tlie  proper  certificate  of  the 
Clerk,  Ije  sunnnnncd  io  attend  according-ly  :  And  the  teiTns  of  such  (Courts,  so  appolnt- 
od,  sliall  i)e  held  by  the  said  ,fudg*e,  who  shall,  as  to  all  matters,  civil  and  criminal, 
have  and  possess  the  same  jurisdiction,  in  all  respects,  as  if  such  term  had  been  a  regu- 
lar term  of  sncii  Courts,  or  appointed  by  law." 

Which  amendment  was  agreed  to.

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**  an  act  relative  to  the  ai'^)i'ehensioM  of  runaway  slaves  ;  ii  bill  for 
the  relief  of  David  Blaloci<,  of  Oraiigv  county;  a  bill  conceniing 
the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Greeiieviile,  in  Pilt  county  ;  a  bill 
to  regjjlate  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  in  Ilicliuxnid 
county ;  a  bill  concerninj^  tlie  public  lands  in  tlic  county  of  Hay- 
wood ;  a  bill  to  amend  the  laws  making  piovision  for  widows;  and 
a  l»ill  to  amend  an  act,  i>assed  in  the  year  1777,  entitled  "ah  act  foi* 
appointing  SheriiTs  and  directing  their  duty  in  ollice,  and  for  obliging 
the  late  She/iflfs  and  (Joilcctors  who  are  in  arrears,  to  account  for 
and  pay  the  same,  and  for  other  purj)oscs  ;"  which  bills  were  seve- 
rally reafi  the  fu'st  time  and  |)assed  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Bullock  presented  a  bill  to  alter  the  name  of  Joseph  Scott 
and  to  legitimate  him  ;  which  was  lead  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Ti»e  Senate  entered  upon  the  orders  of  the  day,  and  the  engrossed 
bill  to  repeal  the  iifth  and  sixth  sections  of  an  act,  passed  in  the  year 
1820,  entitled  *'  an  act  concerning  the  marriage  of  infant  females,"^ 
being  read  the  second  time,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate,  that  this 
bill  shall  not  pass ;  and  the  House  of  Commons  was  infoniicd  there- 
of by  message.  ' 

The  Senate  continued  on  the  orders  of  the  day,  and  resolved  itself 
into  a  comhiittec  of  tiie  wlioh",  Mr.  Forney  in  the  Chaii-,  on  the  bill 
to  amend  and  extend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  J 806,  entitled  ••  an 
act  for  the  more  convenient  admini'^tratinn  of  Justice  witiiin  this 
state,  by  providing  relief  foi-  the  counties  in  which  suits  in  their  Su- 
perior Courts  of  Law  and  Courts  of  Equity  have,  oj'  may,  so  accu- 
mulate that  they  cannot  be  tried  at  the  regular  terms  of  those  Courts ;" 
and  alter  some  time  spent  therein,  the  committe  rose,  reported  pro- 
gress, and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  10  o'clock  to-morrow'  morning.

On  motion  of  Mr.  M'Leod,  was  referred,  to.^eH»er  wit!i  the  ac- 
conipao}  iiiJi;  docmiients,  to  the  Committee  on  the  Militia. 

Received  from  tlie  House  of  Commons,  a  messa£>,e,  stating  that 
thc,>  have  jjussed  a  resolution,  directing- the  Fuhlir  Primer  to  attach 
to  live  litwsto  1)0  (Hihlished  for  the  }'car  1823.  the  returns  of  the  differ- 
ent Shcriiis  and  Clerks  of  this  State  agreeably  to  the  Comptroller's 
Report— iti  which  Wx^y  ask  the  concurr-euce  of  tlie  Senate. 

Thereupon,  the  said  I't'soiution  was  read  and  amended,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Fliifer,  by  sti'ikin,^'  out  tiie  words  *'f/?c  returns  of  the  differ- 
ent Sheriffs  and  Clerks  of  this  State  agreeably  to  the  Comptroller'' s  Re- 
jmrt,'*"  and  inserting'  tise  words  "•  a  statement  of  the  nett  amoiint  of

Neuse  river  at  or  near  Smithfield,  to  Swift  Creek  Bridge  in  Craven 
county,  or  any  point  on  or  near  the  said  creek  or  river,  or  any  tri- 
bntary  streaut,  6cc.  &c.  in  wiiich  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  that 
House. 

Mr.  Wellborn  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
Wilkes  county,  on  the  subject  of  laying  out  a  road  passing  by  the 
Elk-spur  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
tntertial  Improvements. 

Mr.  Boddie  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

Jlenolvcd,  tiiat the  Public  Treasurer  be  authorised  to  pay  to  Samuel  W.  AY.  Yick> 
sheriff  of  Nash  county,  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  for  forty -three^^jinsol' 
vents  for  1S32,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  same  in  the  settlement  of  his  pubhc  ac" 
counts.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Boddie,  was  referred,  togetiicr  with  the  accom- 
panying docunieiits,  to  the  committee  of  ClaiEns. 

Mr.  Seavveil,  from  the  committee  on  the  Cherokee  Lands,  report- 
ed a  bill  for  the  relief  of  such  persons  as  became  purchasers  of  the 
Cherokee  lands  sold  under  the  authority  of  tiiis  State,  which  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
in  consequence  of  tlie  resignation  of  Wni.  B.  Lockiiart,  the  Clerk 
Assistant  of  that  House,  they  have  appointed  Charles  Manly  to  fill 
the  vacancy. — Also,  a  message,  stating  that^'they  isave  rejected  the 
engrossed  bill  for  t!ie  relief  of  x\mos  Harmon — And  also,  a  message, 
vStating  that  they  do  not  concur  ir»  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Senate,  to  the  engrossed  resolution  requiring  the  Public  Printer  to 
attach  to  the  laws  of  1823,  the  returns  of  the  sheriffs  and  clerks  in 
this  State.

Mr.  Cameron  presented  a  bill  conccrnin.i^  a  ]i.a;ht  infantry  compa- 
ny in  the  town  of  Edenton,  which  was  read  the  tirst  time  and  passed. 

lieceived  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to 
appoint  a  joint  ct)mmittec  to  wait  on  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  to  conduct  him  into  the  Commons  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  his 
qualification  as  Governor,  for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  stating  that 
Mr.  Mebane  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones,  form  the  said  committee  on  the 
part  of  that  House,  which  proposition  was  agreed  to  ;  and  Mr.  Sea- 
well  and  Mr.  Foiney,  were  appointed  the  committee  on  the  part  of 
tiie  Senate. 

Tije  following  engrossed  bills,  to-wit :  A  bill  to  authorise  Tho- 
mas Love,  of  Haywood  county,  administrator  of  Robert  Love,  jun.

acres  of  public  land  in  the  Cherokee  purchase,  reserved  foj-  the  fu- 
ture disposition  of  the  Legislature — A  bill  concerning  the  public 
lands  in  the  county  of  Haywood — A  bill  to  amend  an  act  passed 
in  the  year  1819,  entitled  an  act  relative  to  the  apprehen- 
sion of  runaway  slaves- — And  a  bill  to  repeal  an  act  passed  in  the 
year  1822,  entitled  an  act  directing  the  time  and  place  of  selling 
lands  and  slaves  under  execution,  so  far  as  respects  the  counties  of 
Perquimons,  Pasquotaiik  and  Camden,  were  severally  read  the  se- 
cond time  and  passed  ;  and  the  last  mentioned  bill  was  amended  by 
sorting  the  words  "  Randolph,  Brunswick  and  Sampson,"  in  the  title 
of  the  bill,  and  also  ti)e  same  words  in  the  6th  line  of  the  first  section. 

The  bill  to  repeal  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1814,  entitled  an  act 
allowing  compensation  to  the  sheriff  or  returning  officer  who  shall 
hold  the  poll  for  the  election  of  members  to  represent  the  county  of 
Carteret  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  members  of  Congress, 
and  for  electors  to  vote  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  was  read  the  second  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Hawkins  presented  the  resignation  of  Ransom  Walker,  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  of  the  Militia  of  Warren  county,  which  was  read 
and  accepted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resignation  of  Wm^ 
Benton,  Major  of  the  Militia  ;  and  John  McCallum,  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  Montgomery  county  ;  and  the  resignation  of  Wm  M'Cain, 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Guilford  Militia,  which  were  severally  en- 
dorsed in  that  House,  "  read  and  accepted." — And  the  same  were 
also  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  the 
hour  having  arrived  that  the  Governor  intimated  he  w^^uJd  attend 
the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  his  qualification  as  Governor  of 
the  State  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  House  of  Commons  is  in  readi- 
ness to  receive  the  Senate  on  the  occasion. 
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Thereupon,  the  two  Houses  convened  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  when  the  necessar-y  oalhs  prescii!)e(]  by  law,  were  admi- 
jiistercd  to  the  Governor  by  the  lion.  Jolin  L.  'J'aylor,  Chief-Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State.

wit!)  an  amendment  titereto,  to  strike  out  the  first  section  of  the  bill, 
and  the  question  on  concurrinj^  in  tlie  report  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole,  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

TJic  Senate  having  refused  to  strike  out  the  first  section, 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  stiike  out  the  whole  of  tiie  said  bill,  except 
the  first  section,  v;ith  a  view  to  amend  tiie  same.     And 

Mr.  Cameron  moved  to  refer  the  bill  to  a  seFect  committee,  which 
reference  was  agreed  to,  and  the  said  committee  consists  of  Messi's. 
Cameron,  Martin,  Seawell,  Hill  (if  Franklin,  and  Wellborn. 

The  Senate  continued  on  the  orders  of  the  day  ;  and  the  bill  to 
authorise  the  niaking-ofa  turjipike  road  from  AsIunilJe  by  the  Warm 
Springs  to  the  TenncKsee  line,  and  to  incorj)os"ato  a  company  for 
that  purpose,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amended  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Brittain,  by  inserting,  hi  the  5th  line  of  the  5th  section,  after 
the  word  "  Jishroillc,'"  the  following,  '*  at  wliich  time  and  place 
there  shall  be  annually  an  election  of  a  Pi-esident  and  Directors," — 
also  to  strike  out  the  7th  section,  and'  insert  the  following  : 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  turnpike  road  hereby  autho'.'ised,  shall  be 
made  by  the  President  and  Directors  thirty  feet  in  width,  clear  of  obstructions,  except 
in  such  places  as  shall  require  the  whole  width  to  be  made  by  side  cutting-,  where  it 
''i^hall  be  twenty  feet  wide  ;  and  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  carry  it  around  pi'ecipi- 
tous  promontaries,  it  shall  be  ten  feet  wide,  clear  of  all  drains  and  breast  works.  The 
inclinations  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  from  one  foot  perpendicular  to  ten  feet  hori- 
zontal ;  and  recourse  shall  be  had  to  this  steepness  as  seldom  as  it  shall  be  possible  to 
avoid  it.  And  so  soon  as  the  said  road  shall  be  completed  as  aforesaid,  the  President 
and  Directors  f  hall  give  public  notice  thereof. 

Also  by  adding  a  pioviso,  *'  that  the  said  Com]>any  shall  not  erect 
toll-gates  on  the  said  road,  vvitliin  seven  miles  of  the  town  of  Ashe- 
ville."  The  question  tiien  recui'red  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill 
the  second  time,  wliich  question  was  determined  in  the  atlirmativci|. 

The  Senate  continued  on  the  orders  of  the  day  ;  and  the  bill  to 
com])el  an  executor  or  an  executrix  to  give  security  in  certain  cases, 
was  read  the  second  time: 

Mr.  Seawell  moved  to  amend  the  same  !}y  inserting  in  the 
11th  line  of  the  fir,st  section,    the  words  "and  all  others  interest- 
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cd  as  le.^atecs  or  disti-ibutees,  who  ai'e  raiiioi's,  femes  covert,  or  re- 
side beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,"  and  in  the  13th  line,  the  words 
*'  accordini^  to  the  provisions  of  his  or  her  bond,"— Which  amend- 
ments were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  fui'ther  amend  the  same,  by  addinji;  in  the 
18th  lijie  thereof,  the  following;:  "  Who  shall  enler  into  bond  with 
security  in  the  same  way,  and  be  liable  to  the  claims  of  creditors  and 
all  othei'S,  in  like  manner  as  an  administrator  with  the  will  annex- 
ed, is  now  I'equired  to  give  bond  and  security,  and  is  now  liable  to 
the  claims  of  creditors  and  others ;"  which  was  agieed  to. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  further  amend  the  said  bill  by  inserting  the 
following  words  in  the  20th  line,  "  or  tiiat  advertisement  lias  been 
made  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed^"  wiiich  v\as  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  further  amend  the  same  by  inserting  in  the 
third  line  of  the  third  section,  after  the  word  "  ser\ed,"  the  follow- 
ing words  :  "  and  where  it  is  stated  in  any  petition  on  oath,  that 
the  defendant  or  defendants  has  or  have  removed  from  tliis  State,  or 
where  a  return  ot  noii  est  invenhis  has  been  made  by  the  i*eturning 
officer,  any  of  the  said  Courts  shall  be  authorised  to  order  notice  of 
said  petition  to  be  advertised  in  some  newspaper,  and  upon  such  ad- 
vertisement being  made,  any  of  the  said  Courts  shall  be  authorised 
to  proceed  thereon,  in  tlse  sanse  way  as  if  a  copy  of  such  petition 
had  been  served  ;"  svhich  was  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill,  the 
second  time,  as  amended,  and  the  question  thereon  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative. 

The  Senate  continued  on  the  ordeis  of  the  day,  and  the  bill  to 
amend  the  laws  making  provision  for  widows,  was  read"  the  second 
time. 

Mr.  Martin  moved  to  amend  the  same  by  inserting  in  the  eleventh 
line  of  the  first  section,  t!ie  following  words,  after  the  word  "furni- 
ture," "and  such  portion  of  the  houseludd  and  kitchen  furniture  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  lay  off  her  year's 
provision,  may  be  deemed  necessary  for*  her  comfort  and  conve- 
nience," and  also  the  same  words  in  the  17th  line  of  the  second  sec- 
tion;  which  amendments  were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Seawell  moved  to  furtlier  amend  the  same,  by  inserting  an- 
other section  in  the  following  words,  to  wit : 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  ThaX.  whenever  any  widow  of  a  deceased  person  shall  file 

her  petition  for  her  j^ear's  support,  together  with  the  articles  allowed  by  this  act,  and 

■'^  the  same  shall  be  granted,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  tax  any  costs  against  such  petitioner. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of.  the  said  bill  the  se- 
cond time,  as  amended,  and  the  same  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

The  bill  to  repeal  so  much  of  the  several  acts  of  Assembly  of  this 
State,  as  requires  persons  who  complain  of  injury  done  to  the  health 
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of  their  families,  to  petition  to  their  County  Courts,  was  read  the 
second  tinjc  and  passid. 

Received  fron-  the  House  of  Coiamons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  !ia\c  nassed  a  biii  to  anicnd  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  tfj'extend 
ixmi  imjtj'ove  the  two  roads  h'as!ing  from  ^Wikesbol•()ugh  to  the  Teji- 
nessee  line,  so  fur  as  respects  the  a})j)ointment  of  Commissioners, 
and  for  other  purposes^"  witli  an  aujendment  to  strike  out  the  Nvord 
"five,"  in  the  fni^t  line  of  tiie  second  sheet,  and  insert  the  word 
"three,"  and  asking  tiie  coricnrrence  of  the  Senate  ;  wliich  was  rea4 
i;nd  agreed  to,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Ct)nMn(>ris. 

The  engrossed  hii!  to  amend  an  act  |)assed  in  the  year  17^7,  en- 
titled *'  An  act  for  a})jK)inting  Sheriiis  and  directing  their  duty  in 
ofdcc,  and  for  obliging  the  late  Sheriffs  and  Collectors  who  arc  in 
arreaj's,  to  account  (nj-  and  pay  the  same,  and  for  other  j)urposes,'* 
was  read  the  second  time  and  i)assed.

committee  of  the  two  Houses,  on  Internal  Impr(>vement. 

Recei\ed  from  the  Hou^e  of  Commons,  a  nn\ssage,  stating  that 
they  have  ])assed  a  bill  to  secure  the  rights  of  landlos-ds  against  te- 
nants, h(»!ding  over  after  the  cx[)iration  of  their  terms  ;  which  was 
rea<l  tl>e  fust  time  and  passed. 

The  biP  to  authoiiKc  the  making  of  a  turnpike  road  from  Ashe- 
ville,  by  the  Warm  Sprii  gs,  to  the  Tennessee  line,  and  to  incorpo- 
rate a  company  for  that   [uirpose.  was  read  the  third  time. 

Mr.  Seawell  mo\ed  to  amend  the  same  in  the  11th  line  of  the  3d 
section,  by  insei-ting  after  the  woi-d  "State,"  the  following:  "And 
for  the  ]>aymejit  (tf  which  the  other  subscribers  of  stock,  shall  be 
jointly  and  severally  boutid  in  their  i!idi\idual  capacity."

ble  j?'  which  was  not  agreed  to.

Mr.  Love  moved  further  to  amend  the  said  hill,  by  striking  osit 
the  word  ''seven,"  and  inses'tin^  ^*six,"  in  the  tiiird  section,  wliich 
was  agreed  to,*  thereupon  the  same  as  amended,  was  read  the  tiiird 
time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed.

The  engrosH^Hl  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1822,  enti- 
tled *'  an  act  (iirecting  the  time  ant!  place  of  selirng  lands  and  slaves 
unik-r  execution,  so  far  as  respects  the  counties  of  Ferquimons,  Pas- 
fpiotank  and  Cauiden,*'  was  read  the  third  time  and  amended,  on 
wiotion  of  Mr.  Cameron— to  strike  out  ti>e  words  ijf  the  title,  in  the 
last  line,  after  the  word  '*  as,"  and  iiisert  •*  reiates  to  certain  coun- 
ties therein  named  ;"  and  the  said  bill,  as  amended,  passed  the  third 
time,  and  a  message  w^as  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking 
I  their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 
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The  bill  to  repeal  so  much  of  the  scveial  acts  of  Assembly  of  this 
State,  as  rc(j[uiies  [lei'soiif  who  complain  of  injury  done  to  the  health 
of  their  families,  to  petition  to  the  Count}'  Courts,  was  read  tiie  third 
time.  Mr.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  moved  tliat  the  said  bill  be  indefinitely 
postponed.  There  b*  ing  twenty-seven  in  the  affirmative  and  twenty- 
six  in  the  negative,  tliereiqjon,  tiic  Speaker  of  the  Senate  voted  in 
the  negative,  and  the  motion  was  lost.  The  question  then  recurred 
on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  tlie  third  time,  and  the  question  there- 
on was  determined  in  the  allirmative,  and  the  said  bill  was  ordeied 
to  be  engi'ossed.

Mr.  Ferebee  jii-esented  the  resignation  ef  Thomas  Jar  vis,  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  of  Curi'ituck  county  ;  which  w as  read  and  accepted.

Mr.  Seawell  presented  the  [)etition  of  Samuel  Carpenter,  praying 
for  a  military  land  warrant,  foi*  services  rendered  by  Jonathan  Cai'- 
pentcr  in  the  revolutionary  war,  which  was  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee of  Propositions  and  Grievances. 

The  bill  to  repeal  an  act  j)as8cd  in  the  year  1814,  entitled  an  act 
allowing  compensation  to  the  siierilf  or  returning  officer,  who  shall 
hold  the  poll  for  the  election  of  members  to  represent  the  county  of 
Carteret  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  members  of  Congress, 
and  for  electors  to  vote  for  a  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  was  read  the  thiid  time  ;  and,  on  motion,  it  was  re- 
solved by  the  Senate,  that  tliis  bill  shall  not  pass.

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Mr.  Baker  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year 
1813,  entitled  an  act  to  exempt  vessels,  under  sixty  tons  burden,  en- 
tering; the  Cape-Fear  river,  (run  |)ayin,4^  piioti^e  ; 

Wliicli  bills  were  severalJy  read  the  (irst  time  and  passed. 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

Mr.  Forney,  from  the  Committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances?

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed.

Proviued  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  defendant  or  tenant  in  pos- 
session, to  rebut  by  his  or  her  affidavit,  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  affidavit  offered  on 
the  part  of  the  lessor  of  the  Plaintiff,  and  the  Court  in  such  cases  shall  decide  thereon, 
and  may,  in  its  discretion,  allow  the  affidavits  on  either  side  to  be  corroborated  by  other 
affidavits,  or  evidence. 

And  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their 
concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

The  bill  to  alter  the  names  of  Charles  Alexander  Williams  and 
others,  and  to  legitimate  them,  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed  ; 
and  ame  ded,  on  motioji  of  Mr.  Forney,  by  adding  the  second  sec- 
tion, to-wit : 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  name  of  Elizabeth  Wade  of  Northampton, 
county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  altered  to  that  of  Elizabeth  Deloatch,  and  she  is 
hereby  legitimated  and  made  capable  to  inherit  and  enjoy  any  estate,  either  real  or  per- 
sonal, in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if  she  had  been  born  in  actual  wedlock. 

Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed.

The  hill  to  anieiKl  tiie  inspection  laws  of  this  State,  so  far  as  re- 
spects turj)entine.  was  read  the  thiid  time  and  passed  ;  and  anicnd' 
cd,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pearsall,  hy  adding  the  words  "  returned  and," 
in  the  third  line  of  the  second  section  ;  and,  thereupon,  the  same 
was  ordered  to  be  on.«;rosse<l. 

Tiie  hiil  to  lei;iliiiiate  Helen  Godley,  Mehalah  Godley  and  Benja- 
min Godley  j  and  the  bill  to  authorise  Alexander  Long  to  erect  ami- 
keep  up  a  gate  across  the  road  in  Rowan  county,  were  severally 
read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Mr.  M'Dowell  moved  to  reconsider  the  bill  which  was  rejected  by 
the  Senate,  on  Saturday  last,  to  i-egulate  the  practice  in  tiie  Superior 
Courts  of  Law  of  tin's  State.  Tliere  being  an  equal  number  for  and 
against  this  motion,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  voted  in  the  atfirma- 
tive  ;  and  the  said  bill  being  reconsidered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Dowell, the  further  consideration  thereof  was  postponed  until  to- 
morrow.

The  bill  to  authoiise  Parham  Kirk,  late  Sheriff  of  Montgomery, 
to  collect  the  arrears  of  taxes  due  him  for  the  years  therein  n^ention- 
tioned,  was  read.  Mr.  Williams  moved  to  amejul  the  said  bill,  by 
adding  the  second  section,  to-wit  :

of  infants  who  belong  to  any  seminary  of  Icarnitig  within  this  state — 
and  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  heirs  of  Harmon  Stricklen,  in 
which  they  ask  the  cojicurrence  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Graves,  from  the  committee  on  the  militia  laws,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of  t!ie  county  of 
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Wilkes,  praying  to  be  established  as  a  volunteer  company,  reported 
the  f(»llo\ving  resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  the  prayer  of  tiie  petitioners  be  not  allowed. 

Which  was  concurred  in.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  report  of  the  committee 
on  Internal  Improvements,  upon  the  resolution  instiucting  them  to  en- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  retaining  in  tlie  employment  of  the  State, 
the  present  Engineer,  and  the  propriety  of  kee])ing  up,  and  sustain- 
ing the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements — Which  report  was  order- 
ed to  be  printed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  recommendation  of  cer- 
tain persons  to  be  added  to  the  commissio)i  of  the  Peace  in  Lenoir 
county,  which  was  read,  and  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Whitfield, 
by  striking  out  the  name  of  Joseph  Pearcc,  and  inserting  the^name 
of  Parrot  Mcwborn.  Thereupon  the  same  was  accepted  by  the  Sen- 
ate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  a  bill  to  alter  the  names  of  William  Riley  Brewer,

The  bill  concerning  usui-y,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  amend- 
ed on  motion  of  Mr.  Siavvcll,  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  the  bill 
from  the  word  ♦'  same"  in  the  third  line  of  tlie  first  section,  and  to 
insert  the  following,  "that  so  much  of  the  act  of  Assembly  passed 
in  the  year  1741,  as  enables  any  ])erson  to  bring  an  action  to  reco- 
ver double  the  amount  lent  or  forborne,  upon  excessive  usury,  be, 
and  tiie  same  is  hereby  repealed  ;"  the  question  then  recurred  on  the 
passage  of  the  said  bill  the  second  time,  which  was  determined  in 
the  affirmative.

plantations  in  said  county,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  ; 
thef-eupon  the  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Wellborn  moved  to  suspend  the  12th  rule  of  the  Senate,  which 
requires  that  a  motion  made  to  reconsider  a  question,  shall  be  niade 
on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  for  the  purpose  of  reconsidering  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  of  Finance,  on  the  subject  of  reducing  the 
tax  on  Pedlars ;  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Gray  presented  a  bill  to  legalize  and  render  valid  certain 
grants  therein  mentioned  ;  and  Mr.  Williams  presented  a  hill  to  alter 
the  names  and  legitimate  Sally  Aim  Woolard  and  E incline  Woolard  ; 
Mdiich  were  severally  read  the  fust  time  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bills,  to- wit:  A  bill  to  repeal  an  act  passed  in  the 
year  1818,  entitled  "  an  act  to  repeal  the  first  section  of  the  26th 
chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1791,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  counties  of  Ro- 
beson, Columbus,  Ashe,  Riclnnond,  Moni-e,  Duplin,  Carteret  and 
Johnston,"  so  far  as  relates  to  the  counties  of  Robeson  and  Rich- 
mond ;  and  the  hill  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  yeai*  1 317,  enti- 
tled "an  act  for  the  better*  piotection  of  the  health  of  t!)e  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Smithville,  and  its  vicinity,  in  Brunswick 
county  ;"  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  bill  to  amend  an  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  a  revernie  for  the  payment  of 
the  civil  list,  and  contingent  charges  of  government,"  was  read  the 
second  and  third  time  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  regulating 
descents  passed  in  the  year  180S,"  was  read  the  second  time  :  Mr. 
Gray  moved  to  strike  out  "twelve"  and  insert  "ten,"  in  t!ic  10th 
line  of  the  first  section,  and  Mr.  Seawell  moved  an  amendment,  to 
strike  out  the  first  section  from  the  word  "  same"  in  the  4th  line, 
and  to  insert  "  that  in  case  any  lands  or  tenements  shall  descend  to 
any  person  or  persons  who  at  the  time  of  such  descent  arc  tiie  only 
heirs,  and  such  heirs  or  either  of  thcjn  shall  sell  or  disj)ose  of,  for 
a  valuable  consideration,  such  estate  or  any  part  thereof,  the  said 
conveyance  shall  !»e  held  and  deemed  effectual  in  law,  against  the 
claim  of  any  after  born  heir,  except  such  heir  as  shall  be  born  with- 
in ten  months  after  the  happening  of  the  first  descent ;"  which  was 
not  agreed   to.     The  question  then  recurred  on  the  amendment  pro- 
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posed  by  Mr.  Gray,  v\hich  was  agreed  to,  and  thereupon  tlie  said 
bill  passed  the  second  time  ;  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch  of  Jones,  the  further  consideration 
thereof  was  postponed  until  to-moi-row. 

Mr.  Martin  movnl  to  reconsider  the  ens^rossed  resolution  jn  fa- 
vour of  William  Drew,  rejected  by  the  Senate  on  yesterday,  wliicli 
motion  to  reconsidei*  was  a,a;reed  to,  and  the  same  beinj^  reconsider- 
ed, and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  to  sti'ike  outt  he  Moi-ds, 
*' he  failed  to  attend  owing*  to  the  indisposition  of  himself  and  tlie 
Judge,"  and  to  insert  "  lie  attended  and  foi*  the  attendance  of  which 
he  obtained  no  certificates  from  the  Clerk,  because  tlie  Judge  who 
was  to  hold  tlie  ('ourt,  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  sickness;" 
thereupon  the  same  was  read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed, 
and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  asking  their  con- 
currence in  the  amendment- 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, proposing  to  ballot  immediately  for  a  Colonel  of  Cavahy  at- 
tached to  the  15th  brigade  of  the  militia,  and  nominating  for  the  ap- 
pointment Wm.  M'Gimpsey. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1822,  en- 
titled "  an  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1818,  entitled  an 
act  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1815,  to  incorporate  a  com- 
pjiny  and  make  a  turnpike  road  from  Fungo  river  in  Hyde  county, 
to  the  town  of  Plymouth  in  Washington  county,"  was  read  the  se- 
cond time  and  amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cox,  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing proviso  : 

Provided  never thsl-ess.  That  no  part  of  the  sum  hereby  appropriated,  shall  be  paid 
until  the  hke  sum  of  two  tliousand  five  hundred  dollars,  shall  have  been,  subscribed 
and  paid  by  individuals,  or  secured  to  be  paid  by  individual  subscribers  for  the  stock 
of  said  Company,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Treasurer. 

Thereupon  the  said  bill  passed  the  second  and  third  time,  and  a 
message  was  sent  to  the  Hotise  of  Commons  asking  their  concur- 
I'ence  in  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Cox,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Washington,  obtained 
leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  this  House,  from  and  after  this 
day,  until  the  end  of  the  session.

Mr.  Hill,  of  Fiiuiklin,  moved  "to  amend  the  sail  bili,  by  addinj;' the 

following  section  : 

"  Be  it  further  L'iKifU'd,  'i'iiat  if,  in  any  action  broug-ht,  the  defendant  sliall  file  an 
aflidavit  that  the  contract  upon  wliicli  the  action  is  broug-ht  is  usurious,  and  the  Plain- 
tiff sliall  not  deny  tlie  facts  to  t'nat  point,  by  counter  affidavit,  tlien,  and  in  that  case, 
there  shall  be  judg-nient  rendered  by  the  Court  in  favor  of  the  Defendant. 

Which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to.  , 

Mr.  Martin  tlien  moved  the  following  amendment : 

'■' J] nd  be  it  further  enacted.  In  all  suits  hereafter  brought,  upon  any  contract,  the 
Defendant  shall  be  authorised  to  file  his  aftida;  it  at  the  time  of  pleading'  in  the  cause  ; 
and  in  case  it  shall  be  stated  in  tlic  said  aifidavit,  that  more  than  six  per  cent  has  been 
taken  or  reserved  for  the  forbearance  of  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  for  one 
year,  and  in  the  same  proportion  tor  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time,  the  said  affidavit  shall 
"be  taken  as  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  fact  so  stated,  imlesss  the  Plaintiff  in  said  suit 
shall  file  a  counter  affidavit,  denying  the  truth  of  the  said  statement  ;  and  wherever 
it  shall  appear  that  any  person  has  exacted  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  above  men- 
tioned, he  shall  not  recover  in  any  Court  of  justice  more  than  the  original  sum  loaned,, 
ancf  the  costs  of  suit  :  Frcirided,  this  act  shall  not  extend  to  suits  instituted  for  atid  on 
behalf  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  person." 

Wiiich  amendment  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  the 
third  time  ;  and  the  question  tliereon  was  determined  in  the  nega- 
tive.

Mr.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  from  the  Committee  of  Confi^-efice  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  Honsrs,  on 
the  amendment  ])rop(>sed  by  the  House  of  Commons,  to  insert  the 
county  of  Montgomei-y  in  the  bill  to  repeal  an  act  passed  in  1822, 
entitled  an  act  to  regulate  the  Courts  of  IMeas  and  Quartei*  Sessions 
in  tlie  counties  of  Cabarrus,  Moore  and  Mojitgomcry,  so  far  as  re- 
spects the  county  of  Moore,  reported  tliat  they  met  the  Committee  of 
Conference  on  the  part  of  llie  House  of  Commons,  and  stated  the  rea- 
sons of  the  two  Houses  on  their  <iisagreement,  but  were  unable  to  agree. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  postponed  indefinitely  t\ii'  engrossed  bill  to  comi)el  an  ex- 
ecutor or  executjix  to  give  security  in  certain  cases — also  a  message 
stating  that  they  agree  to  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate,  to  the 
resolution  in  favour  of  William  Drew.  Thereupon  the  said  resolu- 
tion w^as  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Recei\ed  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that

vhich  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 
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Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  statin/2;  that 
Mr.  L.  Cherry  and  Mr.  Melviu  attend  tlse  Senate  as  a  committee 
on  the  j)art^»f  that  House,  to  conduct  the  ballotin^^  for  Lieutenant- 
Coh)nel  of  Cavali-y  attached  to  tlie  15th  bri,;2jade  of  the  militia,  ami 
that  tlie  name  of  Edwin  Poor  is  added  to  the  noniinafion.  Tiiere- 
npon  Mr.  Pearsall  and  Mr.  M'Doweil  were  appointt'd  superiiiten- 
dants  of  liii'  ballotin.2;  on  tiie  part  of  the  S<^nate. 

Mr.  Wellborn  j)resented  a  bill  to  authorise  certain  perscnis  hereaf- 
tci-  named,  to  raise  by  way  of  h)ttery,  live  hundred  and  fiiiy  dollars, 
for  building  a  bridj'j^c  across  the  Soutli  Yadkin,  which  was  raid  the 
iirsi  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Speij^ht  presented  the  followin,^  resolution  : 

Whereas,  there  is  a  contract  now  existing-  between  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement 
on  belialf  of  the  State  of  North-Carolina,  on  the  one  part,  and  Hamilton  P'ulton,  Esq. 
Civil  Engineer,  on  the  other  jiart  :  And  wliereas  it  io  the  opinion  of  this  Geiierid  As- 
sembly, that  the  suras  of  money  hitherto  advanced  bj'  the  State  to  the  said  Hamil- 
ton Fulton,  as  well  tor  salary  as  contingent  expences,  are  oppressive  and  unjust  : 
Reaotved  tlmrefore,  that  the  said  Hamilton  Fulton  be  allowed  a  sum  per  annum,  not 

exceeding;  two  thoivsand  five  hundred  dollars,  including  his  contingent  eSpcnses. 

Which  was  ordei-ed  to  lie  on  the  table. 

R<Tei\ed  fi'om  the  House  of  Commo!is,  a  message,  slating 'that 
they  have  passed  the  en^^i-ossed  bill  for  the  relier  of  such  persons  as 
hec;;me  psirchasers  of  tii?

^ind  be  it  further  enacted,  that  any  purchaser  of  any  tract  of  said  land,  or  tlie  heirs  of 
such  purchaser,  may  assign,  and  transfer  his  or  her  riglit  under  the  certificate  of  his 
purcl.ase  granted  by  the  Commissioners  to  such  purcliaser,  by  deed  for  g-ood  and  valu- 
able consideraton,  and  such  deed  being  prcveti,  or  acknowledged  and  recorded  as 
otiier  deeds  of  land  are  by  Jaw  requred  to  be  proved  or  acknowledged  and  recorded  ; 
and  sucli  deed  being  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  certificate  from 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  that  the  purchase  money  of  sa,d  land  has  been  paid  to  the 
State,  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  the  SecretaiV  of  State  to  issue  a  grant  for  such  land  to  the 
assignee  aforesaid,  expressing  in  such  grant  that  the  s.iid  gi'ant  is  made  to  the  said 
g'vantee,  by  virtue  of  tlie  assignment  from  the  original  purchase.

Received  also  a  message,  stating  that  tlie  House  of  Commons  agree 
to  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  bill  to  amend  an  act 
passed  in  the  year  1822,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  in 
the  year  1818,  eiititled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year 
1815,  to  incorporate  a  company  and  make  a  tuiiijiike  road  from 
Pungo  river,  in  Hyde  county,  to  the  town  of  Plyinouth,  in  Washing- 
ton comity.     Thereupon  the  said  bill  was  ordei-cd  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
Mr.  Holland  and  Mr.  Pugh  attend  the  Senate  as  a  committee  on  the 
part  of  that  House  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  a  Lieutenant  Colonel 
of  Cavalry  attached  to  the  lOth  brigade  of  militia. 

The  bill  to  authorise  certain  persons  hereafter  named,  to  raise  by 
w-ay  of  Lottery,  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  foi*  building  a  bridge 
across  the  South  Yadkin,  was  read  the  second  time.  Mr.  Gray- 
moved  that  the  said  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed ;  which  was  not 
agreed  to.  The  question  tlien  recuri'ed  on  the  passage  of  the  said 
bill,  which  was  determined  in  the  atlirmative  ,•  and  thereupon  the 
said  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Mr.  Caldcleugli  presented  a  bill  to  establish  a  Superior  Court  of 
Law  and  Equity  in  the  county  of  Davidson;  and  Mr.  M'Dovvell 
presented  a  bill  to  authorise  the  making  and  improving  the  road 
from  Moi'ganton  to  the  Tennessee  line,  which  were  severally  read 
the  first  time  and  passed. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  the  laws  respecting  wrecks  and 
wrecked  pro])erty,  Nvas  read  the  second  and  third  time  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  bill  to  authorise  and  direct tlie  sheiiff  of  David- 
son county  to  pay  over  the  taxes  collected  for  the  public  buildings, 
to  the  commissioners  of  public  buildings  for  said  county  ;  a  bill  to 
alter  the  names  and  legitimate  Milbry  Stokes  and  Charlotte  Stokes  j 
a  bill  to  alter  part  of  the  line  dividing  the  two  regiments  of  militia 
in  Sui-ry  county:  a  bill  concerning  the  sheriff  of  Cumberland  coun- 
ty, and  the  special  justices  of  the  town  of  Fayetteville  ;  a  bill  to  au- 
thorise the  county  Court  of  Robeson  to  appoint  a  committee  of  fi- 
nance;  a  bill  for  improving  the  navigation  of  Crane's  creek,  in  the 
county  of  Cumberland  i  and  a  bill  to  remove  obstructions  in  Pungo 
creek  and  for  other  purposes,   which  bills   were  severally  read  the 
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first,  second,  and  lliird  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 
Received  IVoni  the  House  of  Conimoiis,  the  resignations  of  R. 
Williams,  Col.  Commandant  of  the  militia  of  Fi'anklin  county,  and 
Wm  Durham,  Major  of  the  first  regiment  of  the  militia,  of  Stokes 
county,  endorsed  in  that  House  *'  read  and  accepted,"  and  the  same 
were  read  and  accepted  by  the  S;?^nate. 
The  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 

Friday,  December  26,  1823. 

The  Senate  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.

Wilson,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballot- 
ing for  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Cavalry  attached  to  the  10th  bri- 
gade of  militia,  reported  that  John  Zimmerman  was  duly  elected  j 
which  report  was  concuri'ed  in. 

Mr.  Wellborn  presented  the  following  resolution,  to-wit : 

Whereas  it  appears  from  the  sale  books,  now  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer,  that  Wm. 
Silar,  of  Haywood  count}',  in  the  year  1821,.  purchased  two  hundred  and  twenty-se- 
ven and  an  half  acres  of  the  pubhc  lands  commonly  called  the  Cherokee  lands,  at  the 
price  of  four  dollars  per  acre,  making  in  amount  the  sum  of  nine  hundi'ed  and  ten 
dollai-s  :  And  whereas  it  appears,  that  by  a  mistake  in  the  clerk  that  drafted  the 
three  bonds  for  the  three  last  instalments,  that  the  sum  as  mentioned  in  each  of  said 
■  bonds,  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollai-s  and  fifty  cents,  instead  of  the  sum  oF 
two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each,  making-  a  mistake  in  the 
three  bonds  of  thirty  dollars,  as  will  appear  by  said  sale  book,  and  also  by  the  cash 
paid  down,  and  tlie  bond  given  for  the  first  instalment  of  the  purchase  money  of  said 
land,  which  said  first  instalment,  when  added  to  the  money  promptly  paid,  was  equal 
to  one-fourth  of  the  whole  sum,  and  amounts  to  two  himdred  and  twenty-seven  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  :  And  whereas  it  appears  by  the  said  mistake,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  seventj^-five  cents  was  collected  on  the  note  given 
for  the  second  instalment  of  said  pmxhase,  it  being  the  one-eighth  part  thereof, 
when  only  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  seventy-five  cents  was  due 
thereon. 

Be  it  therefors  resolved,  that  the  Public  Treasurer  be  authorised  to  con-ect  the  mis  - 
take  made  in  the  amount  of  eacii  of  the  bonds  given  for  the  three  last  instalments  of 
the  purchase  money  of  said  land,  by  entering  a  credit  on  each  of  said  bonds  to  the  a- 
mount  of  such  mistake  :  And  be  it  resolved  further,  tliat  the  Public  Treasurer  of  the 
State  refund  to  said  Wm.  Siler,  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  that  was  in  consequence  of  said 
mistake  of  the  clerk  aforesaid,  collected  from  him. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the

an  act  passed  in  tlie  year  1821,  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  an  act, 
passefl  in  the  year  1810,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in 
the  year  1809,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  the  sevei-al  acts  heretofore 
passed,  relati\  e  to  tiic  rem(»val  of  obstructions  to  the  passage  of  (ish 
up  the  several  rivers  within  this  State,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Pedeo 
and  Yadkin  rivers  ;"  a  hill  for  the  more  convenient  admmistiation 
of  justice  in  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  «)f  the  county 
of  Ilockingliam  ;  a  bill  to  establish  a  poor-house  in  the  county  of 
Chowan;"  a  bill  making  compensation  to  tiie  Juroi's  of  the  Supe- 
rior and  County  Courts  of  Hertford  and  Gates  ;  a  hill  concerning 
the  Couits  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Moore  and  Sampson 
Counties,  and  aljill  to  estahlisii  To'vvn  Creek  Academy  inEdgcomhe 
county,  and  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  thereof;  also  a  resolution 
in  favour  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Raleigh,  and  ask- 
ing the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  ;  thereupon  the  said  hills  were 
sevei'tilly  read  the  first  lime  and  passed:  and  the  resolution  was  a 
do|jtcd  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled.

The  Senate  continued  on  tiie  orders  of  the  day,  .uid  tlie  bill  to  a- 
mend  the  9th,  10th  and  1 1th  sections  of  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to 
promote  agriculture  and  family  domestic  manufactui-es,  within  this 
State,"  was  read  the  second  time  and  amended  in  the  title,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Hatch  of  Jones,  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  the  9th, 
10th  and  1 1th  sections,"  and  inserting  the  words  "  and  extend  the 
provisions."

Mr.  Graves,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Militia  Laws,  to  wlioni 
was  referred  tlio  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  19th  instant,  in- 
strutMJn;^  them  (o  enquire  into  tlie  expediency  of  so  amendinaj  the 
mili'ia  laws  of  this  State,  as  to  prohibit  free  persons  of  colour  from

Saturday,  December  27,  1825. 

The  Senate  met  agreeably  to  adjournment. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that 
the  Senate  have  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  \Vm  Silar,  of  Hay- 
wood county,  and  asking  the  concurence  of  that  House. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Gray,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Randolph, 
and  Mr.  Phifer,  the  Senator  from  tlie  county  of  Cabai'rus,  obtained 
leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  this  House  from  after  this  day 
until  the  end  of  the  session. 
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Mr.  Cameron  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

Mesolved,  that  the  Public  Treasurer  pay  to  each  of  the  cl(>or  keepers  of  the  two 
Houses  of  this  General  Assembly  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars,  being  the  usual  al- 
lowance for  the  employment  of  hands  for  cutting  and  carrying  wood  and  water  during 
the  present  session. 

Jlesolved  further,  that  the  joint  rule  which  requires  all  resolutions  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  money,  to  be, read  three  times  in  each  House,  be  dispensed  with,  so  far  asre- 
lalcs  to  this  resolution. 

Which  was  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Williams,  iVom  the  select  committee  to  whou)  was  referred  a 
bill  to  amend  tlie  inspection  laws  of  this  state,  and  for  otiicr  j)iirpo- 
ses,  reported  the  said  bill  witliout  amendment,  and  the  same  being 
read,  was  on  motion,  inilefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Bryan,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Criminal  Law,  who  were 
irjstructed  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establisliing  a  Peniten- 
tiary," &c.  made  a  detailed  report  on  the  subject ;  and  stating  that 
they  are  not  pre})ared  to  say  that  it  is  expedient  nt  this  time  to  in- 
troduce this  fujidan^cnta!  change  into  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  State;

Mr.  Forney,  fj-oni  the  Committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Felix  Walker,    of  Haywood 
county,  rejjortcd  the  following  resolution  : 
Hesolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Martin,  from  tite  Committee  on  Criminal  Law,  to  whom  was 
refeij-ed  a  bill  to  regiilaie  the  time  of  holding  the -Superior  Courts 
of  Law  and  Equity  in  tiie  5th  Judicial  Circuit,  reported  the  said 
bill,  with  an  amendment,  to  strike  out  the  secovid  section  ;  which 
was  not  agreed  to  ;  and,  theieupon,  the  said  bill  \n  as  read  the  second 
time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Martin,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  a  bill  to  alter  the 
punishment  of  the  crime  of  perjui-y  ;  and 

Mr.  Gavin  presented  a  bill  relative  to  company  musters  of  the  mi- 
litia. 

Which  were  severally  read  tlic  first  time  and  passed. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Pearsall,  the  Setiator  from  the  county  of  Duplin, 
obtained  leave  of  absence  fi-om  the  services  of  this  House,  from  and 
after  this  day,  until  the  end  of  the  session. 

Received  from  the  House  !)f  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they

which  amendment  was  agreed  to  by  the  Seriate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  concur  in  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  engrossed 
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bill  to  authorise  Daniel  Dougherty,  of  Lenoir  county,  to  erect  a 
bridge  across  Neiise  river,  and  to  the  aniendincnts  njadc  by  the  Se- 
nate in  the  several  bills,  entitled  an  "act  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in 
the  year  1.813,  entitlo/l  an  act  to  alter  and  regulate  the  annual  elec- 
tions in  Hyde  county  ;"  and  a  bill  prescribing  the  manner  in  wliich 
the  SheriiTof  Buncombe  couiity  shall  pay  over  tllie  tax  laid  for  build- 
ing a  Court-Honse  in  said  county  ;  and  that  they  recede-  fi'om  their 
amendment  made  in  the  hill  to  authorise  the  Court  of  Picas  and 
Quartei'  Sessions  of  Washington  county  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
Finance.  Thereupon,  the  said  bills  were  severally  ordered  to  be  en- 
rolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to 
ballot  iinmediately  for  a  Board  of  internal  Improvements  ,•  v.liich 
proj)osition  was  agreed  to,  and  Messrs.  Hill,  of  Stokes,  and 
Hatch,  of  Wayne,  v>ere  appointed  superintendunts  of  the  balloting 
on  tlie  part  of  the  Senate. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  that 
a  balloting  take  place  for  tije  remaining  Trustee  of  t!ie  University 
of  North-Carolina  yet  to  be  elected  ;  ati.l  stating  that  the  names  of 
Bishop  Ra\ejiscroft  and  John  A.  Cameron  are  witisdrawn  from  the 
Jiomination  ;  and  that  Mr.  Pugh  and  Mr.  Eynnm  attend  the  Senate 
as  suporintendants  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House  ;  whicii 
pro})osition  to  ballot  was  agseed  to,  and  the  name  of  Josepi;  Haw- 
kins added  to  tlie  nomination  ;  and  Mr.  M'Dowel!  and  Mr.  Speight 
weie  appointed  supei-intendants  of  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate.

Mr.  Speight,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  b.illot- 
ing  for  a  Trustee  of  the  University,  reported  that  no  person  was 
elected. 

Received  fi'om  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to 
postpone  balloting  tiiis  session  for  one  Trustee  of  tiic  University  ; 
which  proposition  was  agreed  to. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
Mr.  Blackledge  and  Mr.  Ashe  attend  the  Senate  as  a  committee  on 
the  j)art  of  tliat  House  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  a  Board  of  Inter- 
nal Improvemeuts. 

Also  a  message,  stating  that  they  iiave  passed  the  follov.ing  bill^;,

other  purposes ;"  a  bill  to  regulate  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions  of  Duplin  county  ;  a  bill  to  regulate  the  seine  fisheries  on 
Tranter's  Creek ;  a  bill  for  the  relief  of  Elizabeth  Hoggatt,  of  the 
county  of  Guilford  ;  a  bill  to  divorce  Jacob  Johnston,  of  Chatham 
county,  from  his  wife  Hannah  ;  a  bill  authoi-ising  the  Court  of  Pleas

The  engrossed  bill  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  regulating 
descents,"  passed  in  the  year  1808,  was  read  the  third  time,  and  the 
amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Seawell  being  under  consideration,  to-wit :

line  of  the  enacting  clause,  and  insci't  *'  that  in  case  any  lands  or 
tenements  shall  descend  to  any  person  or  persons  who  at  the  time  of

heir  as  shall  be  born  within  ten  montlis  after  the  happening  of  the 
first  descent;"  which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to.  The  question 
then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  said  bill  the  third  time,  and  the 
question  thereon  was  determined  in  the  affirmative  ;  and  a  message 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  an 
amendment  made  on  the  second  reading  of  the  said  bill,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Gray,  to  strike  out  "  twelve,"  and  insert  "  ten." 
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Mr.  Hatch,  of  Wayne,  from  the  committee  aj>pointed  to  conflict 
the  balloliiii^  for  a  Board  of  Internal  Improvements,  reported  that 
Duncan  Cameron,  Durant  Hatch,  jr.  Montfort  Stokes,  John  D. 
Hawkins,  Tiiomas  Turner  and  Joiin  Owen  were  duly  elected  ;  which 
report  was  C(jncurred  ir).

and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Murphy  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year

On  motion,  Mr.  Caldcleugh,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Da- 
vidson obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  this  House^ 
from  and  after  to-day,  until  the  end  of  the  session. 

The  bill  to  legalize  and  render  valid  certain  grants  therein  named, 
was  read  the  third  time  and  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  of 
Franklin,  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  the  bill,  from  the  word 
"  same,"  in  the  third  line,  and  insert  "  that  all  grants  heretofore  is- 
sued f(»r  lands,  upon  tiie  certificate  or  certificates  of  any  deputy  sur- 
veyor, where  the  laws  require  that  said  certificate  or  certificates 
should  have  been  signed  by  the  surveyor  himself,  shall  be  as  good

"  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  where  any  grant  has  heretofore  issued  upon  any 
certificate  of  survey,  signed  by  the  deputy  surveyor,  no  gi'ant  shall  hereafter  be  issued 
for  the  lands  embraced  and  designated  by  said  deputy  surveyor's  certificate  ;  any  law 
[to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 

Thereupon,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
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Ml-.  Wall  moved  for,  and  obtained  leave  to  withdraw  the.  petitioji 
of  Hu5;h  M'Arn,  of  Richmond  county,  together  \viti»  tiic  iiccompa- 
nyitij^  papeis.

^esoZ-jjeJ,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  state  of  North-Carolina,  be  required  to  with- 
hold the  payment  of  any  further  sum  as  an  instalment  on  the  shares  subscribed  for  by 
the  Treasurer,  in  behafrof  the  State  in  the  Tar  River  Navigation  Company,  until  he 
shall  have  ascertained,  whether  said  Compam,  has  been  duly  and  legally  organized  : 
and  until  it  shall  be  also  ascertained  whether  the  subscribers  for  stock  in  said  Compa- 
ny are  bound  by  Law  to  pay  the  instalments  required  by  said  Company. 

Which  resolutions  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Received  I'rom  the  Hoiise  of  Commons,  a  messaii^e,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  cnt^iossed  bilJ  to  amend  and  extend  the  provi- 
sions of  an  act,  entitled  •'  an  act  to  promote  a,:^riculturc  and  family 
dom(\stic  manufactures  within  tiiis  State,"  with  sundry  amendments  ; 
which  were  severally  read  and  ag*reed  to  by  the  Senate  ;  and  thu 
House  of  Commons  was  itjformed  thereof  by  message. 

Mr,  Wellborn,  from  tlie  Committee  of  Finance,  who  was  cliarged 
with  tlie  duty  of  counting  and  btirning  the  worn  and  defaced  treasu-

The  engrossed  bill  to  repair  and  improve  the  road  leading  from 
Huntsville,  in  Surry  county,  to  the  Virginia  line,  by  way  of  Gap 
Civil,  in  Ashe  county,  was  read  the  first,  second  and  third  time  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  resolutions,  appropriating  money  for  the  comple- 
tion of  tiie  State-House,  was  read  and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be 
enrolled. 

The  Senate  adjourned  to  7  o'clock  to-morrow  mornijig.

Mr.  Love  presented  the  following  resoiuion  : 

Resolved,  Thattlie  Treasurer,  Secretary  and  Ccmptroller  constitute  a  Board  for  the 
superintending  the  application  of  the  fund  set  apart  for  the  completion  of  the  Capitol, 
and  tlie  procurement  of  the  necessary  fiu:niture  ;  and 
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Resolved  further.  That  ;:he  services  of  the  State  Arcliitect  be  henceforth  dispensed 
with. 

Which  was  read  and  adopted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons 
for  theii*  connirr'^vce. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  resolution  in  favour  of 
Bell  &  Lawrence,  and  a  resolution  reeiucstiti]^  the  Govenioi*  to  ad- 
dress a  memorial  to  the  Congress  of  llie  United  States,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  makinp;  provisions  for  satisfy ini*,  out  of  the  lands  ceded  by 
this  State  to  the  United  States,  such  claims  as  have  been  adjudged 
valid  by  this  State;  which  were  severally  read  and  agreed  to,  and 
ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Mr.  Cameron  presented  a  bill  concerninj^  entries  in  John  Arm- 
strong's office,  and  military  land  warrants,  which  v>  as  read  the  first 
time  and  passed,  and  the  same  being  lead  the  second  time,  it  was 
resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  hill  sirall  not  pass. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  completed  the  wliole  of  the  business  before  them  and  now 
propose  that  the  two  Houses  of  tiiis  General  Assembly  adjourn  im- 
mediately without  day. 

Ml".  Wellborn  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved  iinaniinonsly.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Senate  be  g'iven  to  the.  Ilonoi'able 
IBahtlktt  Yaivct,  for  the  able,  dig-nified  and  impartial  manner,  in  which  he  has  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  the  Chair,  during  the  present  session. 

Which  being  read,  the  question  was  put  by  the  Clerk  :  "  Will  the 
Senate  adopt  this  resolution  ?"

Thereupon  the  Speaker  delivered  an  appropriate  address  to  the 
Senate,  and  adjourned  the  same  without  day.

Received  from  His  Excellency  the  Governw,  by  his  private  Sec- 
retary Mr.  Hardin,  the  following  communication  : 

Raleigh,  N.   C.  Nov.   19,  1823. 
To  the  Honourable  the  General  Jissemhly  of  the  State  of  J^orth- Carolina^ 

Gentlemen — The  occurrences  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  have  been  such  as  usually  grow  out  of  circum- 
stances natural,  or  common  to  the  regulations  of  tlie  State.  The  progress 
of  our  Internal  Improvements,  will  perhaps  be  found  as  great  as  funds  and 
circumstances  would  allow.  The  misapplication  and  waste  of  means  have 
heretofore  retarded  the  great  work  of  improvement,  involved  us  in  dif&- 
culties,  and  produced  a  depression  of  public  spirit,  from  v/hich  we  have 
not  yet  recovered  |SSid  but  for  the  wisdom  of  the  last  Legislature,  in  com- 
mencing a  new  plan,  by  beginning  at  the  mouths  of  our  rivers,  and  pro- 
ceeding gradually  and  effectually  upwards,  the  people  would  have  sunk 
into  a  state  of  indifference,  to  say  the  least,  from  v/hich  it  would  have  re- 
quired  many  years  to  rouse  them  to  renewed  interest  and  confidence.  The 
appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  deepening 
the  Flats  in  tlj.e  Cape-Fear,  belov/  Wilmington,  has,  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
excited  a  confidence  and  zeal  highly  favourable  to  the  cause  of  Internal 
Improvements,  and  the  success  which  has  already  resulted  from  the  em- 
bankment which  has  been  erected  at  the  upper  Flats  or  Bulkhead,  has  fully 
realized  the  expectations  of  all  acquainted  with  the  topography  of  that 
part  of  the  river.  It  has  been  satisfactorily  ascertained,  that  at  least 
twelve  inches  of  water  have  been  gained  since  the  completion  of  that  em- 
bankment, although  that  is  only  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated  to  be  done 
at  that  place.     From  the  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  these  works, 
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we  may  confidently  expoct  tliat  when  the  whole  shall  have  been  finished, 
the  expectations  of  the  public  will  be  speedily  realised  in  the  effect  which 
it  will  produce  on  our  commerce.  Should  this  improvement  in  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river,  from  the  Bar  to  Wilmington,  admit  vessels  over  the 
Flats  carrying  double  the  burden  of  those  that  could  formerly  pass,  it  is 
not  extravagant  to  calculate  that  double  the  tonnage,  per  annum,  will,  in 
a  few  years  hence,  enter  that  port,  that  has  done  heretofore  ;  and  conse- 
quently, that  there  will  be  an  increased  demand,  in  the  same  ratio,  for 
the  produce  of  our  citizens.  It  is  easy  to  see  what  a  great  increase  of 
•""individual  hnd  state  wealth  this  must  lead  to.  A  contract  for  construct- 
ing these  works  v/as  eiFected  by  the  State  Engineer  for  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  (five  thousand  less  than  the  sum  appropriated,)  and  it  is  satisfac- 
tory to  learn,  that  the  whole  can  be  completed  for  that  sum.  I  will  in- 
dulge the  hope  that  the  system  v.hich  has  been  thus  commenced,  will  be 
continued  in  a  progress  commensurate  with  the  means  of  the  State.  The 
opening  of  Roanoke  Inlet  is  an  object  of  the  highest  importance,  when  we 
consider  its  relation  to  th6  trade  of  the  Roanoke  River  and  its  tributaries. 
Nothing  would  contribute  more  to  raise  the  standing,  and  increase  the 
wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  State ;  and  if  it  be  practicable  and  within 
oiir  means,  North-Carolina  ought  never  to  relinquish  it.  The  Roanoke 
Navigation  Company  have,  at  length,  extended  tiie  Canal  at  the  Great 
Falls  to  Wei  don's  Orchard.  From  the  Orchard  to  the  River  below,  there 
is  a  portage.  I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  consideration,  whether  it 
would  not  be  expedient  for  North-Carolina  to  carry  the  canal  to  the  river, 
either  by  subscribing  for  the  unappropriated  shai^es  in  that  company,  or  by 
such  other  iiieans  as  jour  wisdom  may  dictate.  It  is  worthy  of  the  enqui- 
ry of  the  Legislature  to  ascertain  whetl^er  there  are  not  other  obstructiong  -j 
at  or  near  the  mouths  of  our  rivers,  the  removal  of  which  would  cause  a 
simitar  effect  on  our  trade  with  thct  contemplated  by  the  opening  of  the 
Cape-Fear,  below  Wilmington. 

Our  Public  Roads  should  claim  your  serious  consideration.  A  vast  nia- 
jority  of  the  farming  community  are  compelled,  from  their  location^  to  go 
to  mai'ket  by  roads.  They  are  not  interested  immediately  in  the  ctvaring 
of  our  rivers,  except  (as  in  the  case  of  the  Cape-Fear  below  Wilmington) 
it  is  to  have  a  general  effect  on  the  trade  of  the  State.^^  Our  roads  are  bad, 
except  where  nature  has  made  them  good  :  and  in  SfOKparts  of  the  coun- 
try, it  is  very  difiicultfor  the  farmer  to  carry  his  proiPree  to  market.  From 
the  attention  which  has  been  paid  to  the  navigation  of  our  rivers,  the  peo- 
ple living  remote  from  tliem  have  a  right  to  expect  a  correspondent  spirit 
-in  regard  to  roads,  and  the  uniform  devotion  of  their  representatives  to 
their  interests  and  wishes,  is  a  pledge  that  they  will  not  be  disappointed. 
The  present  system  of  repairing  roads,  which  has  existed  for  a  long  time, 
is  very  defective,  both  as  to  its  unequal  operation  on  the  people,  and  the 
temporary,  unsubstantial  repairs  that  are  generally  made,  which  seldom 
last  longer  than  the  fall  of  a  heavy  rain.  Should  the  J^egislature  deem  it 
expedient  to  open  new  roads,  a  diiferent  mode  must  be  adopted  of  keeping 
them  in  repair':  and  it  would  be  well  to  make  an  experiment  at  once,  as 
the  present  method  is  so  obviously  inefficient  and  unequal  in  its  operation. 
Shouid  you  think  it  advisable  to  do  so,  it  is  with  you  to  devise  the  mode. 
The  liberal  aid  proffered  by  the  last*Legislature  to  such  agricultural  go- 
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cieties  as  were,  or  might  be  formed  in  diflTerent  parts  of  the  State,  has,  it 
is  lioped,  produced  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  in  tlie  improvement  of  our  agri- 
culture. It  is  encouraging  to  learn,  that  in  many  ci^'uities  societies  have 
been  instituted  ;  but  it  is  a  strong  proof  of  the  difllculty  of  correcting  long 
established  habits  and  methods  of  culture,  that  many  counties  have  not 
availed  themselves  of  the  proffered  encoui-agement,  and  is  the  best  argu- 
ment that  can  be  offered  for  the  continuance  of  Legislative  patronage. 
Such  is  the  rooted  strength  of  old  customs  and  modes  of  farming,  particu- 
larly amongst  us,  that  we  must  expect  improvement  to  be  gradual ;  and 
should  Legislative  wisdom  deem  it  expedient  to  keep  the  subject  alive  for 
some  years,  we  shall,  I  think,  witness  a  gradual  march  in  improvement. 
Were  each  successive  Legislature  to  throw  in  its  mite  only,  in  the  way 
that  it  may  deem  most  expedient,  it  would  doubtless  be  productive  of  great 
good.  The  American  Farmer,  an  invaluable  agricultural  paper,  published 
in  Baltimore^  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Skinner,  has  spread  a  great  deal  of  useful  in- 
formation among  our  planters,  and  has  done  much  good.  If  the  Legisla- 
ture would  present  each  agricultural  society  in  the  State  with  a  few  copies 
of  this  work,  it  would  be  of  great  service  to  them  in  their  meetings,  and 
at  other  times  when  they  might  Avish  to  examine  them.  I  trust  it  will  not 
be  deemed  chimerical  to  reccmimend  the  purchase  of  a  small  farm  near  our 
University,  to  be  put  under  the  care  of  a  scientific  and  practical  farmer, 
who  should,  besides  a  small  salary,  given  as  an  additional  inducement  for 
one  qualified  to  offer,  be  allowed  the  produce  of  the  farm,  which  should  be 
cultivated  ih  the  highest  order.  On  this  farm  experiments  should  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Cheaiistry,  in  manuring,  as  to  kind, 
quality,  and  manner  of  applying,  and  in  the  various  methods  of  cultivating 
different  articles  of  common  growth,  and  such  as  might  be  deemed  import- 
ant  to  introduce  from  abroad.  The  person  having  charge  of  the  Farm 
should  understand  the  mechanism  and  use  of  the  most  improved  imple- 
ments of  husbandry,  and  also  be  well  informed  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  domestic  economy.  It  is  unnecessary  to  be  more  minute,  as  my 
design  is  only  to  sketch  an  outline  of  the  plan,  which  some  reflection  has 
suggested  to  my  mind.  Let  the  students  of  the  University,  of  the  two- 
liigher  classes,  accompanied  by  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  visit  this  little 
farm  at  such  times  as  might  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Universi- 
ty, and  there  see  and  learn  the  usefulness  and  beauty  of  husbandry.  What 
a  stock  o€  useful  knowledge  would  this  enable  our  young  men  to  carry 
with  them  into  the  bosom  of  society  !  The  utility  and  practicability  of  thia 
plan  derives  much  support  from  the  assurance  which  we  may  feel,  that  the 
able  and  indefatigable  Faculty  of  our  University,  would  cheerfully  co-op- 
erate in  the  attainment  of  the  important  objects  in  view. 

1  he  last  General  Assembly  distinguisiied  itself  by  the  passage  of  the 
law  abolishing  imprisonment  for  debt.  Should  that  humane  law  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  force,  few  years  experience  will  demonstrate  that  it 
will  not  operate  any  inconvenience  to  the  commi^nity,  but  will  curtail  the 
extension  of  credit,  and  the  numerous  lawsuits  consequent  thereon.  Our 
country  will  no  longer  present  the  odious  spectacle  of  public  prisons  filled, 
with  the  unfortunate,  many  of  them  to  gratify  an  unhallowed  feeling  of  re- 
venge in  a  creditor,  and  the  people  will  be  drawn  from  ruinous  specula- 
tions and  injudicious  credit,  to  habits  of  industry  and  economy.     I  sin  - 
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cerelj  hope  that  this  relic  of  barbarity — this  stain  upon  free  institutions — 
is  now  blotted  from  our  code  forever  ;'and  that  the  unfortunate,  who  should 
ralher  claim  our  compassion  and  charity,  shall  no  longer  be  torn  from  help- 
less families,  and  confined  with  criminals  in  loathsome  prisons.  Our  crim- 
inal code  appears  to  me  to  require  amendment.  It  was  recommended  to 
the  Legislature  by  my  worthy  and  lamented  predecessor,  a  few  sessions 
jjast,  to  strike  from  the  law  respecting  perjury,  the  punishment  of  crop- 
ping. With  the  advance  of  civilization  under  our  free  and  enlightened 
government,  it  is  certainly  proper  tiiatwe  should,  from  time  to  time,  ex- 
amine our  laws  and  adapt  them  to  the  moral  condition  of  the  people.  A 
law  that  suited  men  one  nundred  years  ago,  would  not  suit  them  now  ;  and 
in  the  lapse  of  a  century  from  this  time,  our  posterity  will  no  doubt  be  as- 
tonished to  find  our  code  marred  with  this  barbarous  punishment ;  when 
they  shall  have  adopted  one,  equally  calculated  to  ansv/er  the  end  of  the 
law,  whilst  the  door  of  reformation  is  not  closed  on  its  unhappy  victim. 
But  what  can  induce  a  man  degraded  and  depraved,  to  amend  his  life  with 
a  mark  of  infamy  on  his  head,  that  must  follow  him  wherever  he  goes,  and 
exclude  him  forever  from  society  ?  The  punishment  of  crimes  is  intended  to 
deter  persons  from  the  commission  of  them  j  but  cveiy  wise  law  will  cer- 
tainly aim  at  a  reformation  of  the  person  punished,  or  at  least  will  not  pre- 
vent it.  It  is  submitted  to  your  wisdom,  whether  the  punishment  for 
counterfeiting  v/ould  not  be  a  sufficient  penalty  to  the  peijury  law,  exclu- 
ding the  whipping,  and  retaining  the  disqualification  to  give  evidence.  I 
would  further  recommend  to  your  serious  deliberation,  whether  it  would 
not  be  expedient  to  abolish  entirely,  the  punishment  of  whipping  ;  and 
whether  tlie  punishment  of  theft,  under  any  circumstances,  should  be  equal 
to  that  of  murder- 
Since  my  appointment  to  the  Executive,  I  have  witnessed  with  much 
concern,  the  frequency  of  imprisonment  for  common  offences  of  assault 
and  battery.  I  am  certainly  an  enemy  to  a  loose  and  inefficient  police  ; 
but  I  cannot  conceive  that  the  power  vested  in  our  Courts,  of  imprisoning 
in  every  case  of  assault  and  battery,  is  at  all  necessary  for  the  security  of 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  society.  Shall  we  throw  a  fellow-citizen, 
possessing  all  the  honest  and  honourable  feelings  of  our  nature,  into  a  dun- 
jreon  Math  persons  charged  with,  or  convicted  of,  ignominious  crimes  ^  I 
respectfully  suggest  to  your  honourable  body,  whether  it  would  not  be  ex- 
pedient te  abolish  imprisonment  for  this  oft'ence,  except  where  thare  clear- 
ly appears  to  be  an  intention  to  kill,  or  the  person  offending  is  unable  to 
pay  a  fine,  or  the  assault  is  made  on  a  woman. 

I  have  received  from  the  purchasers  of  the  Cherokee  lands,  complaints 
of  a  very  serious  nature  against  the  Indians,  who  pretend  to  be  entitled  to 
a  reservation  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  land  each,  reserved  to 
them  by  the  treaty  of  1817  and  '19.  For  the  protection  of  those  honest 
citizens,  who  purchased  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  the  insurance  of 
better  sales  of  the  land  unsold,  than  the  last  sales  made  by  our  Agent  de- 
clare, I  would  recommend  this  subject  to  your  mature  deliberation.  I  have 
in  my  possession,  letters  and  papers  that  will  throw  much  light  on  the  sub- 
ject, which  shall  be  laid  before  you  in  good  time. 

Accompanying  this  communication,  are  the  resignations  of  such  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  and  Field-Officers  of  the  militia,  as  have  been  received  du- 
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ring  the  recess  ;  together  with  my  Letter  Book,  and  such  letters  and  do- 
cuments as  are  proper  to  be  laid  before  you.

On  motion,  ordered,  that  the  foregoing  me»sage  be  sent  to  the  Se- 
nate, with  a  message  that  it  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  of 
the  Assembly. 

Mr.  Brown,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  Rules  of  Or- 
der for  the  government  of  the  H'juse,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  concurred  with,  and  ordered  to  be  printed,  one  co- 
py for  each  member  of  the  House,  to-wit  : 

I.  Tiic  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  every  day,  at  the  honr  at 
which  the  House  shall  have,  adjourned,  and  shall  immediately  call 
tlie  members  to  order ;  and  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall 
cause  the  journal  of  tlie  preceding  day  to  be  read.  He  shall  pre- 
serve order  and  decorum,  and  questions  of  ordei*  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Speaker  without  debate,  except  on  an  appeal  from  bis  decision  } 
in  which  case  the  Speaker  may  deliver  his  opinion  in  preference  to 
any  other  member,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any 
member.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  shall  state  it  sitting. 
Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to-wit  :  As  many  as 
are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  Aye  :  and  after  the 
affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  as  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opi- 
nion, say  No.  If  the  Speaker  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the 
House  shall  divide  :  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall 
rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative,  if  the 
Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  he  shall  name  two  aieui- 
bers,  one  from  each  side,  who  shall  tell  the  members  in  the  affiraia- 
tive,  and  report  their  number  ;  after  which  they  shall  tell  the  mem- 
bers in  the  negative,  and  report  their  number;  upon  which  tiie 
Speaker  shall  rise  and  state  the  decision  to  the  House. 

II.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galle- 
ry or  lobby,  the  Speaker  or  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

III.  In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote. 
In  other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided, 
or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division 
equal  ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

ly.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  tlie  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectful- 
ly address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

V.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  shall  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  oi-  any  one  member  may,  call 
him  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  meuber  so  called  to  order,   shall 
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immediately  talie  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  clear  a  matter  of  fact, 
or  to  explain  ;  and  t!ic  House  slial!,  if  appealed  to,  deride  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  ;  if  otherwise, 
and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  tlic  censure  of  the  House. 

VI.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speak- 
er shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  House. 

VIII.  Whilst  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  House,  no  person  shall  speak,  or  walk  out,  or  across  the  House; 
nor,  whesi  a  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse,  or 
pass  between  him  and  the  Chair.  y 

IX.  No  membej*  shall  vote  on  any  question,  unless  within  the  bar 
of  the  House  when  the  same  was  put. 

X.  E\ery  moniber  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is 
put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  shall 
excuse  him. 

XI.  W^hen  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion  before  the  question  is  put,  and  if  seconded,  the 
question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  no  member  shall  be 
admitted  to  enter  his  yea  o)'  nay  unless  he  be  within  the  bar  of  the 
House  when  called ;  and  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  or  on  a  call  of 
the  House,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically. 

XII.  W"hen  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  Speaker ;  or,  if  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and 
read  by  the  Clerk  before  debated. 

XIII.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or 
any  two  members  desire  it. 

XIV.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the 
Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may 
be  withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

-  XV.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  they  stand  arranged. 

XVi.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  wheu 
the  House  is  voting,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XVII.  Any  member  may  ca|l  for  a  division  of  the  question  w^heu 
the  same  will  admit  of  it,  wiii/h  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker. 

XVIII.  A  motion  for  postponement  or  commitment,  until  it  is  de- 
cided, shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the  m;\in  question. 

XIX.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  motion  for  leave,  oc  by 
iiii  order  of  the  House. 
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XX.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House 
previous  to  its  passage  ;  but  no  public  bill  shall  be  twice  rpad  on  the 
same  day,  w  ithout  special  ordej*  of  the  House. 

XXI  ^o  member  shall,  on  motion,  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  a 
public  bill  for  amendment,;  but  on  suggestion  made,  that  a  public 
bill  ought  to  be  amended,  it  may,  on  motion,  be  conimitted;  and  eve- 
ry public  bill,  on  motion  made  an<l  seconded  upon  its  second  reading, 
shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House. 

XXII.  A  bill  once  rejected,  another  on  the  same  subject  shall  not 
be  brought  in  again  this  session  ;  but  when  a  question  has  been  de- 
termined either  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order 
once  only  foi'  any  member  in  the  majority  to  move  the  reconsidera- 
tion thereof. 

XXm.  When  tlijs  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  which  has 
been  read  in  the  House,  and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member, 
it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

XXIV.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  wi;s  last  en- 
gaged at  the  time  of  their  adjournment,  shall  have  the  preference  in 
the  order  of  the  day  ;  and  no  motion  or  other  business  shall  be  re- 
ceived without  leave  of  the  House. 

XXV.  The  order  of  the  day  shall  not  be  postponed  to  take  up  any 
other  business,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

XXVI.  No  member  shall  be  called  upon  for  words  of  heat  spoken 
in  the  House,  but  or.  the  day  on  which  tliey  were  spoken  ;  and  decen- 
cy of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflections  carefully 
avoided. 

XXVII.  Any  twenty  members  (including  the  Sj)eaker)  shall  be 
authorised  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

XXVIII.  No  member  or  otticer  of  tlie  House  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  service  of  the  House  witiiout  leave,  unless  from  sic4<ness  or 
inability  to  attend. 

XXIX.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  a  member  of  t\vo 
standing  committees. 

XXX.  In  the  nominatioi^  of  committees,  no  member  shall  nomi- 
nate more  than  one  person  to  be  of  a  committee. 

XXXI.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  five  members  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  name  the  members  who  shall 
compose  the  committee,  except  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 
The  first  person  named  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  committee,  and  it 
shall  be  hjs  duty  to  cause  the  members  thereof  to  be  convened  when 
necessai-y. 

XXXII.  In  forming  the  committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Speak- 
er shall  appoint  a  Chairman,  and  leave  the  Chair. 

XXXIII.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  t!ie  House  shall  be  observe(J 
in  the  committee  of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  except 
in  limiting  the  times  of  speaking. 
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XXXIV.  Whenever  the  Speaker,  from  fatigue  or  other  causes, 
shall  have  occasion  to  leave  the  Chair,  he  shall  name  a  member  who 
shall  (lischai'j^e  the  duty  theroof  durin.s;  his  retirement. 

XXXV.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in 
oflirc  until  another  is  a|)|)ointed. 

XXXVI.  No  standinj^  o!'<lpr  shall  be  rescinded  without  one  day's 
notice  a;iven  of  the  motion  thereof. 

XXXVII.  When  a  bill  is  introduced  to  repeal  a  public  law,  or 
any  pait  thereof,  the  law  or  part  intejided  to  be  repealed,  shall  be 
read  at  each  separate  reading  of  tlie  bill. 

XXXVIII.  Six  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
commencement  of  the  session,  to-vvit :  a  Cohimittec  of  Claims,  a 
Committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  a  Committee  of  Educa- 
tion, a  Committee  of  Agriculture,  a  Committee  of  Internal  Improve- 
ment, and  a  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

Mr.  Fisher,  from  the  joint-committee  appointed  to  report  Rules  for 
the  government  of  both  Houses,  delivered  in  the  following  Report, 
to-wit  : 

I.  Each  House  shall  perfect  and  finally  act  on  all  bills,  resolu- 
tions, and  orders,  before  the  same  shall  be  communicated  to  the  other 
for  its  concui'rence,  and  if  amended  in  the  House  to  which  it  is  trans- 
mitted, it  shall  be  communicated  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
asking  the  concurrence  of  that  House  in  the  amendment. 

II.  In  any  case  of  amendmejit  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  agreed  to  in 
one  House,  and  dissented  to  in  the  otiier,  if  either  house  shall  request 
a  conference,  and  ap|)oint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  otiier 
House  shall  also  apjtoint  a  committee  to  confer;  such  committee 
shall  consist  of  an  equal  nuriiber  of  members  of  each  House,  and 
shall,  at  a  convenient  time  and  place  to  be  agreed  on,  meet  and  state 
to  each  other,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses,  for  and  against 
the  amendment,  and  confer  freely  thereon,  and  make  a  report  in 
writing,  to  their  respective  Houses,  of  the  result  of  their  conference. 

III.  Messages  from  one  House  to  the  other,  sliall  be  sent  by  the 
Cleik  Assistant  of  each  House,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

IV.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other, 
it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent  by 
the  Door-keeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  delivered  to  the  Chair,  by 
the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

V.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  the  House  in  vihich  it  shall  have 
originated,  it  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  and  engross- 
ed undei*  his  direction  and  inspection,  before  it  shall  be  communicat- 
ed to  the  other  House. 

VI.  After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly 
enrolled  on  suitable  paper,  by  the  Engrossing  Clerks,  before  it  shall 
he  presented  for  ratification. 
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VII.  When  hills  are  mrollrd,  thoy  shall  he  carefjilly  examined 
by  a  joint  ronunittee  of  two  from  the  Senate,  and  four  from  tlie 
House  of  Commons,  aj)|)ointed  as  a  committee  for  that  purpose, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  carefully  to  compare  tiie  cnr(»lment  with  the 
engrossed  bills,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and  correcting  any  er- 
rors that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make  their 
report  of  the  said  bills,  to  tlie  House. 

VIII.  After  examination  and  repoi-t,  each  bill  shall  be  ratified  and 
sii^ned  in  the  respective  Houses  ;  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  C(nnn)ons,  and  then  by  the  S])eaker  of  the  Senate. 

IX.  All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  of  the  two  Houses,  shall  be 
examnu'd.  engrossed,  and  signed,  in  tlie  same  manner  as  bills. 

X.  Wh^n  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the 
House  i'}  which  the  same  may  have  passed. 

XI.  Tile  commiUee  in  each  House,  shall,  in  all  cases  make  a 
statemeiit  of  facts  on  which  their  report  is  founded,  which  statement, 
with  ail  other  papers  on  which  any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  form- 
ed, shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  House. 

XII.  The  committee  of  Finance  shall  be  joint,  consisting  of  eight 
members  of  each  House,  one  to  be  selected  from  each  of  the  former' 
Judicial  districts. 

Xill.  Whenever  either  House  shall  order  any  paper  or  document 
to  be  printed,  it  shall  be  printed  in  octavo  form,  on  good  paper,  and 
with  fair  type,  and  shall  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner  : 
one  copy  thereof  to  each  Member  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  one  co- 
py to  the  Clerk  of  each  House,  for  the  use  thereof,  and  ten  copies 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Public  Library. 

The  question  to  concur  with  the  Report,  was  determined  in  the  af- 
firmative ;  ajid  on  motion,  the  report  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Senata 
for  concurrence,  and  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

The  House  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 

Thursday,  J^ovember  9,0,  1823. 
i    John  Stanly,  the  member  from  the  town   of  Newbern,  appeared, 
was  qualified,  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Campbell,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  bal- 
loting for  two  Engrossing  Clerks,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
performed  that  duty,  and  that  on  examining  the  ballots,  it  appeared 
no  one  in  nomination  had  a  majority  of  the  w  hole  numbo«. 

Tlie  question  to  concur  with  the  report  was  deteniMned  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

Mr.  Alston  presented  tiie  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  that  a  select  Ciomm  ttee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  state  and  condi- 
tion oftiic  several  incorporated  banks  of  this  state,  whether  their  notes  ai'e  at  this  time 
redeemed  agreeably  to  their  charter  with  specie,  and  if  not,  to  ascertain  when  the  said 
banks  will  be  ready  to  resume  specie  payments  :  and  in  the  event  of  a  failure  on  the 
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part  of  the  banks,  to  apply  the  proper  con-ective,  that  the  said  committee  have  power 
to  examine  on  oath  the  otticers  of  the  several  banks,  and  to  require  that  their  returns 
and  statements  be  made  on  oath. 

Mr.  Alston  presented  the  followin,^  resolution  : 

Beaolved,  that  the  Public  Treasurer  lay  before  this  House,  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  several  banks  of  this  state,  and  of  tiie  debts  due  to  the  saipe* 
of  the  monies  deposited  therein,  of  the  notes  in  circulation,  and  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

On  motion,  ordered^  tliat  the  said  resolutions  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  ordered^  that  a  messai^e  he  sent  to  the  SeJiate  |)!-oposing 
to  ballot  immediately  for  two  EiigTossin.i^  Clerks,  and  informing 
that  Ml*.  Turner  and  Mr.  Hill  wait  on  the  Senate  as  a  committee  to 
superintend  the  balloting  on  the  part  of  this  House. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  consenting  to  ballot  Immediately  for 
two  Engrossing  Clerks,  and  informijjg  that  Mr.  Hawkins  and  Mr. 
Outlaw  form  a  committee  to  superintend  the  balloting  on  their  part. 

Tlie  resignations  of  Kerr  Montgomery,  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the 
militia  of  Hertford  county  j  Hyder  A.  Rogers,  Samuel  Welch,  Hen- 
ry Carter,  and  Wm  Ward,  of  Stokes  county,  and  Thomas  A.  W^)rd, 
of  Sun-y  county.  Justices  of  the  Peace,  were  read  and  accepted. 

Mr.  Turner,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballot- 
ing for  two  Engrossing  Clerks,  reported  that  the  committee  had 
performed  that  duty,  and  tli;vt  on  cotmting  the  ballots,  no  one  in 
nomination  had  a  majority  of  the  whole  number. 

The  question  to  concur  with  tiic  repoi't  was  determined  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  their  Clerk  Assistant,  proposing 
to  ballot  immediately  foi*  the  Engrossing  Clerks  yet  to  be  elected. 

The  message  was  concurred  in,  and  a  committee  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Wilkins  and  Webb,  to  wait  on  the  Senate  to  con- 
duct the  balloting;  and  to  infoim  that  body  that  the  names  of  Isaac 
Kewberry,  John  Van  hook,  Wm  M.  White,  Joseph  Ramsey,  and 
Charles  Hunter,  are  withdrawn  from  the  nomination.

Gentlf.me^t — I  herewith  lay  before  your  honorable  body,  a  number  of  petitions 
from  prisoners  confined  for  capital  offences  in  the  jails  of  Wake  and  Franklin  counties, 
praying- for- a  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  for  said  counties.  Whether  the  law  of 
1777,  empowering  the  Governor  and  Council  to  cause  said  Coiuts  to  be  held  when 
thej'  shall  think  it  adv  sable,  is  defic  ent,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  make  any  pro- 
vision for  the  coercive  aietndance  of  clerks,  sheriff's,  or  witnesses,  1  shall  leave  to  your 
better  understanding.

Received  from  the  Public  Treasurer,  John  Haywood,  the  follow- 
ing Report : 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  j\'orth- Carolina, 

Gentiemek — By  the  laws  of  the  State,  it  Is  made  a  part  of  my  official  duty  to  inform 
you  that  the  Receipts  at  the  Treasury  of  Norl!i-Carolin;>.  for  the  yeai"  commencing  v/ith 
tjie  first  day  of  November,  1822,  and  ending  v'ith  the  last  day  of  October^  1823,  in- 
cluding sundry  payments  of  arrearages,  and  the  public  taxes  of  every  otiier  description 
which  became  ckie,  and  were  paid  at  the  Treasury  of  this  State  within  that  period,  Lo- 
gether  with  the  dividends  declared  by  our  State  JBank  on  the  stock  or  shares  held  in 
it  by  North-Cai'olina  ;  the  piu-chase  money  or  proceeds  of  the  vacant  and  unappropria- 
ted lands  lately  entered,,  and  paid  for  in  the  course  of  the  time  above  mentioned  ;  and 
the  collection  made  from  the  bonds  given  by  purchasers  of  fne  public  lands  near  Ra- 
leigh, which  were  sold  in  1820,  amount  to  one  hundred  and  fouiteen  thousand  six  hur.- 
di*edand  thirteen  dollars  &  seventy-four  cents  &  one-sixth  of  a  cent  ($114,513  74-  1-6.) 

To  this  sum,  the  balance  remaining  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  November, 
1822,  and  tliereafierio  be  accounted  for,  as  reported  to  the  last  General  Assembl;,', 
being  added,  to-wlt,  one  hundi'ed  and  foLUteen  thousand  fonr  hundred  antl  sixty -one 
dollars  and  ninetj-nine  cents,  an  aggregate  amount  of  two  hundred  and  twentj-nine 
thousand  and  seventy-five  dollars  73  cents  and  one-sixth  is  formed  {$229,075  72>  1-6.) 

From  this  sum  total,  disbursements  have  been  made  v.  iihin  the  time  first  above  men- 
tioned, including  the  Treasury  Notes  and  other  monies  burnt,  to  amount  of  one  hun- 
di'ed and  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty -two  dollars  fifty-one  cents  and  one- 
third  of  a  cent  ($119,352  51  1-3.)  The  vouchers  for  whieh  have  been  handed  over  to 
the  Comptroller,  and  ai'e,  of  course,  in  I'eadiness  for  the  examination  of  the  Commltteii 
of  Finance. 

This  expenditure  being  deducted  from  the  aggregate  amount  above  mentioned,  will 
be  found  to  leave  a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty -three  doUai's  twentj' one-cents  and  five-sixtlis  of  a  cent,  remaining  in  the  Trea- 
sury of  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  November  instant — say  on  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1823,  and  hereafter  to  be  accounted  for  ($109,723  21  5-6.)  It  may  be  proper, 
however,  here  to  observe,  that  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty -seven  dollars 
and  eleven  cents  of  this  balance,  being  the  proceeds  of  vacant  lands  entered  and  paid 
for,  are  appropriated  by  law  for  the  promotion,  of  agriculture,  &c.  ;  which  being- 
deducted,  will  leave  one  hundi'ed  and  six  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars 
and  ten  and  five-sixths  cents  only,  for  the  ordinar}'  purposes  and  support  of  goYCi'nment. 
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Ill  the  printed  statements,  furnished  by  the  Comptroller  for  the  use  of  the  members 
of  the  present  General  Assembly,  the  several  items  forming  the  reception  and  expen- 
diture above  mentioned,  will  be  found,  entered  in  their  proper  places,  and  under 
different  heads. 

The  nett  amount  of  the  dividends  declared  by  the  President  and  Directoi's  of  the 
State  Bank,  upon  the  shares  held  in  it  by  North-Carolina,  including'  as  well  the  dlvi- 
dend  of  December,  1822,  as  tliat  of  June,  1823,  (after  deducting  the  Interest  claimed 
and  retained  by  that  corporation,  as  due  it  under  the  provisions  of  tlie  act  of  Assembly 
of  1811,  on  account  of  the  unpaid  for  shai'es  of  the  stock  lield  therein  by  this  State  up 
to  the  first  Monday  of  December  last,)  was  eighteen  thousand  and  nineteen  dollars  and 
seventy-six  cents  ;  of  wliichsum  thirteen  tliousand  seven  hundi'ed  and  sixty-two  dol- 
lars and  sixty-hve  cents  were  paid  over  to  the  Public  Treasurer  b}'  the  officers  of  that 
Uank,  in  money  of  tiie  emissions  of  1783  and  1785,  and  were  thereupon  burnt  and  de- 
stroyed, as  the  law  directs  :  The  remainder  being  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents,  was  had  in  notes  of  the  Bank,  tliere  being,  at  that 
time,  no  more  money  of  the  emissions  above  mentioned,  in  the  vaults  of  the  Bank. 

Of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty -three  dol- 
lars twenty-one  and  five-sixths  cents  above  mentioned,  as  being  the  balance  due  and 
paj'able  from  the  Public  Treasurer  to  the  State  of  North-Cfarohna,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  present  month,  viz:  on  the  first  day  of  Nov.  1823,  fifty-three  thousand  seven  hun- 
di'ed and  thirty -eiglit  doil-ars  and  eighty-three  cents  are  deposited  and  stand  at  my  cre- 
dit, as  Public  Treasurer,  in  the  State  Bank  of  North-Carohna,  at  Raleigh — thirty-six 
thoTisand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  twenty  cents  are  deposited  and 
stand  at  my  credit,  in  like  manner,  in  the  Bank  of  Newbern,  in  Raleigh  ;  and  seven- 
teen thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty -nine  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents  are  deposited 
in  like  manner,  and  stand  at  my  credit,  as  Public  Treasurer,  in  the  Bank  of  Cape-Fear, 
at  Faj'etteville  :  The  remainder  is  in  the  public  chest,  and  is  kept  there  to  be  at  hand 
and  in  readiness  to  meet  the  demands  or  expenditures  of  the  day. 

In  the  month  of  December  last,  John  Patton,  esq.  the  Commissioner  appointed  by 
Gov.  Holmes,  to  su])erintend  tl\e  selling,  &c.  of  the  lands  belonging  to  this  state,  com- 
monly called  the  Cherokee  lands,  paid  into  the  Public  Treasury,  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  fifteen  and  an  half  cents 
$3,775  15  1-2,)  being  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  sales  mp.de  by  him,  and  which  had 
come  into  his  hands  in  cash,  as  commissioner  aforesaid  ;  which  sum  was  forthwith,  and 
agTeeably  to  law,  placed  at  the  credit  of  tbe  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  ;  as  has 
been  likewise  and  since  that  period,  in  the  course  of  the  late  fiscal  year,  the  fui-ther 
sum  of  five  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  and 
three-quarters  (§5,833  49  3-4,)  collected  from  purchasers  at  the  sales  made  by  Messrs. 
Franklin  and  Mebane,  and  Wellborn  and  Taliafen-o. 

Col.  Patton,  the  commissioner  above  mentioned,  at  the  same  time  handed  over  like- 
wise at  the  Treasury,  the  bonds  taken  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  pur- 
chase money  of  the  lands  sold  by  him  as  aforesaid,  amounting  to  twenty-eight  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  sixty -five  cents  ($28,710  65  ;)  the  whole  of  which 
w"ere  placed  on  file,  none  of  tliem  having  become  due  or  payable,  untd  veiy  lately. 

The  Pubhc  Treasurer  has  rendered  to  tiie  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  an  ac- 
count of  his  i?ece'^;s  and  £ar/)e?ic?j<M?'es  from  the  1st  of  November,  1822,  to  the  1st  of 
Nov.  1823,  embracing  the  sums  above  mentioned,  together  with  all  other  monies  re- 
ceived by  him,  wiuch  are  subject  to  its  drafts  or  disposal ;  whicii  shews  or  leaves  in 
his  handsyet  to  be  accounted  for,  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty-one  doliai'S  thirty-eight  and  an  half  cents  ($17,361  38  1-2.) 

From  the  statement  which  commences  this  report,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  expen- 
ditures or  disbm'sements  at  the  Treasury  for  the  last  year,  including  the  money  burnt, 
exceeded  the  balance  which  remained  in  the  Pubhc  Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of  No- 
vember, 1822,  by  several  Thousand  Dollars  :  Itis  believed  however,  that  in  course  of 
the  present  fiscal  year,  the  Diviilnds  which  will  probably  be  declared  by  the  State 
Bank  on  the  Stock  held  in  it  by  this  State,  being  well  nigh  disencvimbered  and  releas- 
ed from  the  redemption  of  the  old  paper  money,  will  so  materially  add  to  the  balance 
remaining  in  the  Public  Treasurj'  on  the  first  day  of  Novem.ber  inst.  already  and  above 
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reported,  as  to  render  it  fully  and  perhaps  more  than  commenavirate  to  the  support  of 
government.

lars for  the  present  year,  was,  on   motion,  countersigned  by  the 
Speaker.

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Alston,  Fislier,  Croom,  Shepherd  and  Ashe,  form  the  joint 
committee  on  the  part  of  this  House,  to  enquire  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
several  incorporated  Banks  in  this  State. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  following  communication 
from  John  Haywood,  Public  Treasurer. 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  J\''orth-Carolitia. 
Gentlemen — In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  I  do  my- 
self the  honor  herewith,  to  lay  before  you  the  statement  or  exposes  of  the  affairs  of' 
the  three  several  Banks  of  this  State,  four  of  which  statements  apply  to  the  Banks  of 
Cape-Fear  and  Newbem,  and  go  to  show  the  condition  or  situation  of  those  oor^ 
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porations,  al  tlic  (.lates  of  the  declarations  of  the  two  last  dividends  made  by  them  res- 
pectively, viz  :  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1822,  and  on  the  oOth  of  June  1823. 
They  are  half  yearly,  not  quarterly  statements,  which  would  have  been  prepared 
could  they  be  made  up  with  equal  accuracy  and  precision  ;  but  fi'^m  severaniindcring- 
causes,  such  as  the  failure  of  the  timely  arrival  of  returns  from  the  distant  branches, 
&c.  this  was  found  to  be  difficult  and  inconvenient. 

The  fifth  and  rema/nlng-  statement,  or  expose,  relates  to  the  State  Bank  exclusive- 
ly,  and  shews  its  situation  or  condition  up  to  the  present  day. 

It  will  be  recqllected  that  the  Banks  first  above  mentioned  declare  their  dividends 
on  the  30th  of  jdne  and  31st  of  Dec'r,  in  each  and  every  year  ;  and  that  the  State  Bank 
makes  its  dividends  on  the  first  Mondays  in  June  and  December,  in  each  year.  Cir- 
cumstances which  will  account  for  the  half  yearly  expose,  or  statement  of  the  afiairs 
of  the  latter,  being-  brought  forward  to,  and  ending  at  a  later  period  than  those  of  the 
former. 

In  regard  to  the  Bank '  last  mentioned,   07>e  statement  only,  was  thought  sufficient, 
inasmuch  as  that  comes  up  to  the  present  time,  but  if  a  statement  or  expose,  for  the  six 
months  immediately  preceding  the  first  Monday  in  June  last,  sliall  be  considerefi  as 
being  likewise  useful,  it  sliall  be  prepai'ed  and  fortliwith  furnished.

Mesolved,  further,  that  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  be  directed  to  lay  before 
this  General  Assembly  a  condensed  statement  of  their  accounts,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  their  operations  to  the  first  of  November,  1823,  exhibiting  an  account  of  the 
monies  received  from  the  Public  Treasurer,  and  of  the  disbursements  made  by  thern, 
specifying  the  objects  to  which  such  monies  have  been  applied,  and  accompanied 
with  such  remarks  and.  explanations,  as  the  Board  may  think  proper  to  make. 

The  question  to  concur  with  the  amendment  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive.    The  resolution  as  amended,  was  read,  and  the  question,  shall 
the  said  resolution  pass,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 
The  remaining  orders  were  further  postponed  j  and 
The  House  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

tled "  an  act  to  revise  the  militia  laws  of  this  state,  relative  to  the 
artillery  companies  of  light  infantry,  grenadiers  and  riflemen."—^

by  message.

Forney  and  Mr.  Outlaw,  attend  this  House  as  a  committee  to  su- 
perintend the  balloting  on  their  part.

recting in  what  manner  the  laws  of  our  sister  States  sliall  be  re- 
ceived in  evidence  in  this  State  ;  and  a  bill  to  divorce  Elizabeth 
Wilkins  of  the  county  of  Bui'ke,  from  her  husband  William  Wilkins, 
^nd  asking  the  concurrence  of  this  House. 

Mr.  Clancy,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballot- 
ing for  a  Solicitor  of  the  6th  Judicial  Circuit,  reported  tliat  the  com- 
mittee had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  it  appeared 
on  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  was  found 
to  be  in  favour  of  Joseph  Wilson,  who  was  duly  elected  j  the  ques- 
tion to  concur  with  the  rejiort  passed  in  the  atfirmative.

is  nominated  for  the  appointment.

The  bill  to  divorce  Elizabeth  Wilkins  of  tiie  county  of  Burke  from 
her  husband  William  Wilkins. 

Also  the  bill  to  repeal  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1822,  entitled  **  an 
act  to  encourage  the  apprehension  of  runaway  slaves  in  the  Great  Dis- 
mal Swamp;"  also  the  bill  to  regulate  the  practice  in  the  several 
Courts  of  Equity  in  this  State  ;  also  the  bill  directing  in  what  man- 
ner the  laws  of  our  sister  States  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  this 
State,  were  severally  read  the  first  time,  and  the  questions  shall  the 
said  bills  pass,  were  determined  in  the  a»iirmative. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  informing  that  Mr.  Speight  and  Mr. 
Beasley  attend  this  House  as  a  committee,  on  their  pait,  to  conduct 
the  balloting  for  a  Brigadier-General  foF*  the  1 7th  brigade  of  the  mi- 
litia, and  also  consenting  to  ballot  to  day  fur  Public  Printer  for  the 
ensuing  year.

The  resi^^nations  of  Mr.  M'Leary,  Brij^adier-General  of  the  lltli 
h!'i/;ade,  John  M.  Bryan,  Lieutetiant-Colonol  of  the  Ci*avcn  county 
militia,  and  Mr.  IViteway,  Lieutenant  Coh)ncl  of  the  inilitia  of 
Oiish)\v  county,  were  read  and  accepted. 

The  bill  to  sect>re  tiie  rights  of  Landlords  against  Tenants  hold- 
in]:^  over  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms  ;  also,  the  bill  to  amend 
an  act  passed  in  1777,  entitled  "  an  act  for  appointiiii^  Sherifts  and 
diroctiui^  their  duty  'u\  office,  and  for  oblii^in.e;  the  Siieriffs  and  Collec- 
tors who  are  in  arrcar,  to  account  for  and  pay  the  same,  and  tor 
other  piirposcH  ;"  and  also,  the  bill  conceruirig  tlic  public  lands  in  the 
counly  of  Haywood,  were  severally  read  for  their  second  readings, 
and  t!ie  questions,  shall  the  Sttid  bills  pass,  were  determined  in  the 
affirmative. 

The  bill  })roviding  for  the  more  extensive  distribution  of  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  (xcneral  Assembly  of  this  State,  was  read  the  second 
time,  and  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  postponed  indeiinitely. 

The  bill  to  incorporate  Sandy  Creek  Library  Society  ;  also,  the 
bill  for  tiie  better  regulation  of  the  town  of  Statesville  in  Iiedell 
county  ;  also,  the  .bill  fur  the  regulation  of  the  town  of  Morganton  ; 
tiie  bill  to  rejieal  tiie  5th  and  Gth  sections  of  ari  act  passed  in  the  year 
1820,  entitled  *'  an  act  to  preventthe  marriage  of  Infant  Females  ;'* 
also,  the  bill  incorpoi-ating  Moi-ganton  Academy,  were  severally 
read  for  their  third  reading,  and  the  questions,  siiall  the  said  bills 
pass,  be  engrossed,  and  the  Senate,  informed  tliereof  by  message, 
were  dciermined  in  the  atKrmative. 

Mr.  Pugh,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting 
for  Public  Printer,  for  the  ensuing  year,  reported  that  the  committee 
had  perf;<rmed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  oa  examining  the 
ballots,  it  appeared  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  was  in  favour  of 
Gales  &  Son,  who  \vei'e  duly  elected.  The  question  to  concur  with 
the  report  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Stanly  presented  the  petition  of  Captain  John  Rhem,  of  the 
county  of  Craven,  stating  that  in  consequence  of  an  insurrection  or 
assemblage  of  runaway  negroes,  he  was  ordtred  out  with  his  com- 
pany to  suppress  and  to  arrest  the  negroes,  and  in  the  execution  of 
Lis  orders,  l»e,  as  v.ell  as  several  other  persons  who  were  with  him,, 
received  several  gun-shot  Vvounds,  and  arc  thereby  rendered  incapa- 
ble of  working  and  maintaining  their  families,  and  praying  for  an 
indemnity  against  the  pecuniary  portion  of  their  suffei'ings. 

Mr.  Tayl<tr  presented  the  petition  of  V»  illiam  Boylan,  in  behalf 
of  himself  and  the  Heirs  at  Law  of  the  late  Benjamin  M'Culloch, 
stating  that  by  several  conveyances  or  transfers,  they  became  entitled, 
as  heirs  aforesaid,  to  a  tract  of  confiscated  land,  sold  by  the  Com- 
raissioner  of  confiscated  property,  Grifiiith  J.  M'ReCj  in  the  district 
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of  Wilmington,  of  wliicli  they  have  been  evicted  by  due  course  of 
law,  and  praying  that  the  purchase  money,  witii  interest  and  the 
cost  of  suit,  be  refunded  to  them. 

Mr.  Worth  j)resent(>d  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  Hoggatt  of  Guil- 
ford cmintv,  \vife  of  Isaiah  Hoggatt,  praying  for  the  passage  of  a 
law  to  secure  to  lier  such  propei-ty  as  she  may  actjuire  ;  and. 

Ml*.  Ashe  presented  the  petition  of  several  citizens  of»  Bladeji 
county,  |)raying  that  a  j)etition  presented  to  the  Assembly  for  the 
purpose  of  annexing  part  of  Cumberland  county,  to  the  county  of 
Bhuien,  be  rejecteti. 

Ordered,  that  these  petitions  be  referred,  the  two  former  to  the 
Committee  of  Claims,  the  two  latter  to  the  Committee  of  Proposi- 
tions and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Fisher  presented  the  following  preamlile  land  resolutions:        j' 

Tiie  General  Asseml)!)"  of  North-Carolma,  cherish  with  zeal  and  veneration,  the  ' 
just  principles  on  whicli  the  Constitution  oi'tiie  Union  is  established,  and  the  pure  spi- 
rit tliat  animates  the  Federal  System;  and  we  view  with  distrust  and  apprehension, 
every  practice  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  impair  these  principles,  or  to  violate 
this  spirit.  Tlie  history  of  all  g-overnments  shews,  tliat  tlie  institutions  of  the  people 
are  in  less  danger  from  open  violence,  t!ian  from  secret  and  insidious  encroacliments. 
In  the  first  instance,  tlie  people  are  apprized  of  the  daiig'ev,  and  may  g.iard  against  it ; 
in  the  other,  the  evil  is  fatal — coming'  under  the  mask  of  pati-iotism,  suspicion  is  lulled, 
and  its  danger  unperceived.  *  ^ 

Of  the  latter  description,  we  consider  the  practice  which  heretofore  has  existed  in 
the  City  of  Wnsiilngton,  of  holding  Congressional-  t'aucusts,  for  tlie  noinination  of 
Presidents  of  tiie  United  States — a  practice  directly  opposed  to  tlic  spirit  of  tlie  Con- 
stitution, and  fatally  calculated  to  subvert  tlie  princ']/lcs  of  our  Goveriinient. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Nation  -.s  one  of  cliecks  an.d  of  balances  ;  its  framers  knew 
tire  frailties  of  mankind,  and  to  preserve  pure  the  i;itc!--'ity  of  its  agents,  it  contem- 
plates keeping- separate  and  distinct  from  eacli  oti.cr,  ti.e  Legislative  and  Executive 
branches  of  the  Government.  Members  of  Congress  are  clio-.en  by  the  people  for 
certain  specific  and  dehned  purposes — to  exercise  tiie  functions  of  legislation,  and  not 
'to  elect  or  to  nominate  Presidents,  except  in  the  event  as  ])rovided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion. In  conformity  to  this  caution  of  prudence  and  vvisdoni,  the  second  article' of  th-c: 
Constitution  forbids  members  of  either  branch  of  Congress  from  acting  as  electors  of 
President.  GuartLng  against  tlieir  own  frailty,  the  people,  by  the  Constitution,  have 
taken  from  themselves  the  power  to  elect  a  Member  of  Congress,  as  an  Elector  ;  yet 
by  the  practice  of  Caucusing,  these  Members  of  Congress  indii'ectly  do,  what  by  thtj 
Constitution  they  are  prohibited  from  doing  directly. 

The  election  of  President,  under  the  (.oustitution,  is  removed  one  ^legree  from  the 
people,  bj-  the  intervention  of  the  Electoral  College  ;  but  by  tlie  practice  of  Caucus 
nominaxions,  it  i.-,  in  effect,  taken  away  from  the  people  altogether,  and  exercised  by 
a  selfish  combination  of  unautliorised  individuals — u.-;urping  pow"er,  and  leaving  to  the 
people  the  emptA'  privilege  of  ratif)  ing  tlieir  decrees. 

Ihe  advocaves  of  Caucus  have  in  view,  to  cause  some  one,  by  means  of  the  nomi- 
nation, to  be  elected  President,  v/ho  otherwise  might  not  be  elected.  li'  this  object 
be  not  effected  by  it,  then  the  Caucus  was  useless  :  if  it  be  attained,  then  the  conclu- 
sion is  irresistible,  that  the  Members  of  Congress  make  the  President,  and  in  spirit  vio- 
late that  sacred  instrument,  which  they  have  sworn  to  support. 

We  disajiprove  Congressional  Caucuses  for  nominating"  Presidents,  not  only  on  Con- 
stitutional grounds,  but  on  considerations  of  just  pouc_\ .  By  the  Constitution,  in  the 
event  of  no  election  by  the  Electoral  College,  the  liouse  of  Representatives  is  to 
choose  from  the  tlu'ee  highest,  and  vctJng  by  states  ;  a  provision  deemed  so  import- 
ant as  to  have  been  repeated,  though  niodifieu,  by  an  afnendment  to  tire  Constitution, 
solemnly  ratified  by  tliis  Statte  in  the  year  3  813.     It  is  thei-efore,  certainly  improper. 
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unwise,  and  hig-lily  censurable,  for  Members  of  Congress  to  go  into  Caucus,  and  pre- 
judge tlie  case,  ny  pledging  themselves  to  support  a  certain  Candidate,  when  in  twelve 
"months  tiiei'eaftcr  they  may  be  called  vipon  to  vote  as  final  Electors.  When  the  elec- 
tion of  President  goes  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  functions  of  that  body,  for 
the  time  being,  are  wholly  changed  :  they  lose  the  character  of  Legislatoi's,  and  be- 
come clothed  with  the  privilege  of  the  people,  as  Electors.  An  Elector  is  an  Agent 
chosen  by  the  people,  not  to  ^  xercise  discretionary  powers,  but  execute  a  qualified 
trust  ;  to  do  what  the  people  themselves  would  do,  were  they  present ;  but  Alembers 
of  Congress  are  elected  without  reference  to  their  sentiments  on  the  Presidential 
question  ;  in  truth  it  may  so  happen,  that  while  they  prefer  one  person  for  President, 
the  people  prefer  another  ;  and  we  appeal  to  our  knowledge  of  the  fact,  that  whatever 
consideration  may  have  induced  the  election  of  the  present  Members  of  Congress  from 
this  State,  their  opinions  on  the  Presidential  question  had  no  manner  of  influence. 
The  consequence  therefore  is,  that  when  ihey  go  into  Caucus,  they  do  not  catTy  with 
them  the  leelings  and  wishes  of  tlie  people  ;  tliey  usui-p  a  power  denied  by  the  Con- 
stitution alid  not  given  by  the  people  ;  ■  iiej'  obtain  by  fraud  what  they  dare  not  attempt 
by  Violence. 

It  has  tjeen  advanced,  in  defence  of  the  practice  of  Caucusing,  that  it  is  necessary  to 
prevent  the  <  lection  from  going  into  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  Constitution 
prescribes,  that  Congress,  voting  by  States,  sliall  elect  the  President  fyom  the  three 
highcbt  on.  t'le  polls,  if  no  one  have  a  majov  ty  of  the  whole.  Does  not  the  guilt  of 
perjurj'  rest  on  the  man,  who,  taking-  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution,  yet  busies 
himself  to  pervert  and  defeat  its  provisions  ?  To  this  Legislatiu-e  it  would  appear,  that 
there  is  less  dan,  er  of  the  House  of  Representatives  being  corrupted,  than  there  is  of 
the  Caucus.  In  the  one  situation  the  Members  act  on  their  oaths  and  responsibihties  ; 
in  the  other  they  are  impelled  by  their  own  selfish  views,  and  they  are  exposed  to  the 
operations  of  inti-igue,  man  gemeiit,  and  oftentinies  corruption. 

The  Legislature  further  object  to  this  practice,  because,  in  our  Government,  we 
ought  vigilantly  to  avoid  giving  sanction  to  improper  precedents,  so  fatal  in  other  Go- 
vernments. What  at  first  is  cautious]}  assunied,  if  unresisted,  will,  at  last,  b^  openly 
demanded  as  a  right.  Already  do  the  friends  of  Caucus  urge  as  argument,  the  prac- 
tice of  former  Congresses ;  and  unless  the  people  now  resist  their  usurpations,  the 
period  is  not  distant  when  Members  of  Congress  will  claim  them  as  a  rig-ht,  by  the  law 
of  immemorial  usage — the  people  will  be  deprived  of  infiuence  in  the  choice  of  Presi- 
dent ;  oy,  Members  of  Congi-ess  must  be  chosen,  not  for  their  qualifications  as  Legis- 
lators, but  for  their  opinion  as  Electors. 

On  former  occ,ision£,  the  plausible  apology  for  Caucuses  was,  to  unite  the  sentU 
ments  of  the  dominant  party,  to  prevent  it  from  being  broken  and  shattered  to  pieces, 
lest  their  opponents  might  thereljy  supplant  them  in  power.  If  this  was  ever  a  g-ood 
apology,  it  certainly  is  not  such  at  this  time,  since  party  rancour  has  subsided,  the 
spirit  of  faction  has  disappeiu'ed,  and  most,  if  not  all  good  men,  urfite  in  opinion  upon_  j 
questions  of  hading  national  policy.  .1 

The  rights,  the  liberties  of  the  American  people,  were  achieved  by  the  blood  of  our 
fathers,  and  wrung-  from  the  iron  grasp  of  tyranny.  These  patriots  fondly  hoped  they 
had  secured,  by  their  wisdom,  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  the  enjoyment  of  these 
rights.  Against  the  treason  of  open'\iolence,  we  should  be  degenerate  indeed,  if  we 
did  not  rally  around  the  standard  of  the  Constitution,  and  \\\^\\  the  sacrifice  of  life,  shew 
that  we  greatly  prize  and  can  bravely  defend  the  valuable  inheritance.  Shall  we, 
tlien,  when  aware  of  om*  danger,  permit  a  self-created  aristocracy  to  deceive,  delude,  ( 
and  rob  us  of  our  rights  .'  The  Legislature  of  North-Carolina  protest  against  this  un-  | 
constitutional  and  dangerous  usurpation  of  a  Caucus  nomination  of  President  by  Mem- 
bers of  Con.^ress  at  Washington.  ^ 

We  beheve  an  open,  manly  and  candid  effort  should  be  made  to  check  tlie  unhal- 
lowed design  in  its  progress,  and  if  the  effort  be  not  successful,  that  the  people  may 
be  awakened  and  alai-med  at  the  danger  which  threatens  their  rights,  and  apply  the 
correction. 

With  tliese  views,  and  for  these  reasons,  the  General  Assembly  of  North-Carolina 
Resolve  :   First,  That  the  Senators  in  Congress  from  this  State,  be  instructed,  and 
mir  Representatives  be  requested,  as  a  means  of  presemngthe  rights  of  tire  people 
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in  choice  of  President,  to  withhold  their  counten.mcft  from  tlie  practice  of  meeting'  in 
Caucus,  by  the  Members  of  (Congress  ;  and  that  they  use  their  exertions  to  prevent  a 
nomination  from  being-  niavle  in  Caucus,  ot  persons  to  fill  the  ofiices  of  President  and 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

Secciiil,  'I'iiat  oar  Senators  Jn  Congress  be  instnicted,  and  our  Representatives  be  re- 
quested, to  bring  beiore  Congress,  and  urge  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  tlie  Con- 
stitution, providing  that  c-ach  State  in  the  Union  sh.dl  be  laid  otl'  at  stated  periods,  into 
Electoral  districts,  for  the  election  of  Presidents  and  A'ice-Presidents  of  the  United 
Slates.

A  message  trom  the  Senate,  stating  that  they  had  passed  the  en- 
grossed resokjtion  requiring  the  Public  Printer  to  attach  to  the  laws 
of  1823,  retui-ns  of  the  Shciiffs  and  Cleiks  in  tliis  State,  with  an 
amendment,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  The  ques- 
tion to  concur  with  the  amendment,  passed  in  the  negative.  Or- 
dered,   that  the|  Senate  be  informed  thereof  by  message.

this  State,  were  severally  read  the  third  time,  and  the  ciuestion,  shall 
the  said  bills  pass  and  be  enrolled,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

The  hill  to  legitimate  and  alter  the  names  of  Emereldy  Thomas, 
Elias  Thomas  and  Ellis  Thomas,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  on 
motion,  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  Warren, 

Resolved,  tliat  the  cbmmittee  on  Public  Buikliiig-s  be  instructed  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  emplo3dng-  some  person  or  persons  to  preserve  and  take  care  of  the 
Public  Buildings  in  this  city,  and  that  they  report  by  resolution  or  otlicrwise. 

His  Excellency  Gabriel  Holmes,  the  Governor  oleot  of  this  State* 
for  the  ensuing  yeai-,  agreeably  to  his  notification,  being  conducted 
into  the  Commons  Hall  by  a  joint  select  committee  of  both  Houses, 
was  qualified  as  Go\ernor,  by  taking  and  subscribing  the  several 
oaths  prescribed  by  law^  for  his  qualification — the  oaths  being  admi- 
nistered by  His  Honor  Chief-Justice  Taylor.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  this  State,  warrants  in  each  case  on  the  muster-roll  of  the 
Continental  line  of  this  State  where  warrants  have  not  heretofore  issued  ;  and  that  the 
said  Tnistees  hold  the  same,  and  the  lands  to  be  entered  by  virtue  thereof,  in  trust,  for 
the  officers  and  soldiers  who  performed  the  military  services  for  which  said  warrants 
shall  issue  :  Jfrovided,  that  if  no  claim  be  exhibited  by  the  said  officers  and  soldiers,  or 
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theii-  leg-al  represeiitotives,    within  seven  years  fj'om  tlie  first  day  of  Januaiy  next,  tlie 
said  trust  shall  cease  and  dctcrnihie. 

Mr.  Ward,  fV<,m  tlic  Committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  menioiial  of  Colonel  Win.  L.  Hill,  of  Onslow  county,  reported 
lavoi-ablj  to  the  prayer  of  tlie  petition,  recommending  the  passage 
of  a  resolution  reported,  directing  the  Treasurer,  Comptroller  and 
Secretary  of  State  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts.  Tiie  report 
and  resolution  were  concurred  in. 

A  message  frons  tlie  Senate,  by  their  Clerk  Assistant,  informing 
of  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  alter  the  name  of  Josejih  Scott,  and  to  le- 
gitimate him,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  this  House.

Resolved,  lliatthe  Committee  on  Internal  Improvements  be  instructed  to  enquire  in- 
to tlie  expediency  of  retaining  in  the  employment  of  the  State,  the  present  State  En- 
gineer ;  and  also  the  propriety  of  keeping-  up,  and  sustaming-the  Board  of  Internal  Im- 
provements ;  and  that  they  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Stanly,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  i^eferred 
the  bill  to  repeal  the  44th  section  of  an  act,  passed  in  the  year 
174 J,  entitled '*  an  act  concerning  servants  and  slaves,"  reported, 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  said  bill  is  necessary  and 
ought  to  be  passed  into  a  law.  The  report  was  concurred  in,  and 
the  bill  read  for  its  first  reading  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  authorise  the  building  a  toll-bridge  over  Roanoke  river 
at  the  town  of  Halifax,  and  to  incorporate  a  company  for  that  pur- 
pose.    The  said  bill  was  read  for  its  first  reading  and  passed. 
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Mr.  Blacklcdfije,  from  the  Committee  of  Propositions  ami  Giiev- 
ances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  inhabitants  of 
the  counties  of  Bladen  and  Cumberland,  re|)orted  favorably  to  the 
prayer  of  their  i)etition,  recommending  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  re- 
peal an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1822,  appointing  Commissioners  to  ex: 
tend  and  mark  the  dividing  line  betwcn  the  counties  of  Bladen  &  Cum- 
berland, and  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  run  and  establish  the  line 
between  said  counties,  on  the  east  side  of  Cape-Fear  ri\er.  The 
bill  reported  was  read  the  first  time,  and,  on  motion,  ordei'ed  to  be 
postponed  indefinitely.

Whereas,  this  General  Assembly  believe,  that  if  even  unopposed  by  these  strong 
considerations,  such  a  practice  is  neither  necessary  nor  expedient,  because  the  people 
are  competent  to  select,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  fit  persons  to 
preside  over  them,  withovit  any  advice  or  nomination  from  the  members  of  Congress. 

Therpfore,  Resolved,  that  this  General  Assembly  do  hereby  disapprove,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  people  whom  they  represent,  do  protest  ag-aii^t  Caucus  Nomination,  or 
in  any  other  interference  in  the  election  of  President  and  Vl^-Presidcnt  of  the  United 
States  by  the  members  of  Congress,  acting  collectively,  in  cases  where  such  power  is 
not  expressly  g-lven  to  them  by  the  Constitution. 

On  motion  beina;  mader-tiiat  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  be 
postj)oned  indefinitely  :  The  question  thei-eon  passed  in  the  ailifnia- 
tive — Yeas  73 — Nays  52.

Mr.  Mebane,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  Joim  Shull,  made  a  report  unfavorable  to  the  prayer,  le- 
comnitnding  its  rejection.     Tlse  report  was  concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  ordered,  tiiat  he  have  leave  to  vvitiidraw 
from  the  file  all  the  papers  or  vouchers  accom|)anying  the  petition. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  informing  that  Mr.  ^yal!  and  Mr. 
Pearsall  form  the  committee  on  theii*  part  to  conduct  the  balioting 
for  four  Tiustees  of  the  University. 

The  bill  concerning  they  Clubfoot  and  llai'low's  Creek  Canal  Com- 
pany, was  read  t!ie  tiiird  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  bill  to  amerul  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1821,  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1810,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an

Stanly,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  resolution  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  pj-oviding;  by  law,  that 
where  a  person  shall  die  intestate,  Itavinj*  no  next  of  kin  but  his  wi- 
dow entitled  to  distribution  of  his  personal  estate,  the  widow  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  whole  of  sucli  estate  after  |)aynient  of  (Uibts,  re- 
ported a  bill  in  pursuance  to  the  said  resolution,  secui-ing  to  widows 
of  intestates,  the  surplus  of  the  personal  estate  of  their  deceased  hus- 
bands, when  no  kindred  claim  the  same.  The  bill  reported  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed.

Gentlemen — In  comphance  with  the  request  of  the  Legislature  of  Tenne&see,  I 
take  the  liberty  of  presenting  to  your  honourable  bodv  the  observations  and  resolu- 
tions of  that  State,  expressed  to  their  Representatives  in  Congress,  dissuading  them 
from  uniting  in  Caucus  intentionally  to  nomin^-te  any  person  to  the  next  Presidency.

Gentlemen — In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  24th 
current,  requiring'  a  statement  of  the  several  amounts  paid  into  the  Public  Treasury  by 
the  Clerks  of  the  County  a- id  Superior  Cours  of  this  State,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  promote  agriculture  and  domestic  manufactures,"  pass- 
ed in  the  year  1823,  I  do  myself  the  honor  to  transmit  the  enclosed,  which  it  will  be 
seen  commences  after  the  first  duy  of  November  last,  (previous  to  which  day  neither 
return  nor  payment  in  this  behalf  had  been  made  at  the  Treasury)  and  is  continued  or 
brought  forward  up  to  the  present  time. 

Tlie  law  above  mentioned,  has  hitherto  effected  but  little  ;  and  the  Public  Treasu- 
rer would  be  as  much  mortified  in  submitting'  the  statement  required,  as  the  membeis 
of  the  House  of  Commons  will,  in  all  probability,  be  surprised  and  disappointed  by 
it,  could  any  portion  of  that  blame  wliich,  of  right,  attaches  to  this  law,  and  to  the  re- 
missness and  inattention  of  others,  be  properh'  or  justly  imputed  to  liira  ;  but  when 
the  House  shall  be  reminded  that  the  act  of  the  last  Assembly  clothes  the  Treasurer 
with  no  coercive  power  or  authority  whatever,  but  leaves  it  to  the  Clerks  of  the 
Courts  throughout  the  State  to  make  returns  to  him,  when  it  may  suit  their  conve- 
nience to  do  so,  and  to  make  payment  to  the  Public  Treusui'er  witiiin  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter,  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  this  law,  to  say  the  least 
of  them,  are  equally  imperfect  and  faulty  with  the  administration  of  it ;  and  that  they 
paiticularly  need  revision  and  ameaidment.

The  petition  <>f  Titua  Jennings  Tnrner  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table, 
was  taken  up,  read  and  rejected. 

Mr.  Blackleda^e  presented  a  resolution  allowing  the  Engrossing 
Clerks,  each  twenty  dollars  for  extra  seivices.  The  question  to 
concur  with  the  resolution  passed  in  the  negative. 

The  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  a  bill  fixing  the  time  for  giving  notice  to  endorseis  of  bonds 
and  notes  in  certain  cases,  ordered  t(j  lie  on  the  table,  was  taken  up 
and  concurred  with,  and  the  bill  recommended  read  the  first  time 
and  rejected. 

The  resolution  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  instructing  the  Board 
of  Internal  Improvements  to  have  surveyed  New  River  and  White 
Oak  River,  was  taken  up,  read  a!id  rejected. 

The  House  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  7  o'clock.

Mr.  Mebane,  from  the  select  committee  on  the  memorial  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  made  a  report  recommending 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  address  a  memorial  to 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  requesting  that  honorable  body  to  make  provision 
for  satisf ■>  ing  out  of  the  lands  ceded  by  this  State  to  the  United  States,  such  claims  as 
have  been  judged  vahd  by  this  State  under  the  cession  act  of  1789  and  which  remain 
unsatisfied. 

The  question  to  concur  with  the  resolution  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive.       , 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mebane, 

Resolved,  That  the  Public  Treasiu-er  pay  Bell  &  Lawi-ence  sixty-six  dollars  for  print- 
ing, previous  to  the  election  of  Public  Printer,  this  session. 

The  resolution  read  three  times,  passed  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Received  from  the  Senate,  a  resolution  constituting  the  Treasurer, 
Secretary  and  Comptrollei*,  a  Board  for  the  superintendijjg  the  ap- 
plication of  the  fund  set  apart  for  the  completion  of  the  Capitol, 
&c.  and  discharging  the  State  Architect.  The  resolution  was  con- 
curred with.

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Mr.  Mebane  presented  a  bill  conceniLii.^  military  land  warrants 
and  entries  in  John  Armstrong's  office,  wliicli  was  read  the  first  time 
and  postponed  indefinitely. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  charged  with  tlie  duty  of 
counting  and  burning  the  Treasury  notes  unfit  for  circulation,  sta- 
ting that  tliey  had  burnt  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-six 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  was  read  and  concurred  with. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  informing  that  they  had  postponed  in- 
definitely the  resolution  retaining  the  State  Arciiitect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Blackledgc,  orderedy  that  a  message  be  sent  to 
the  Senate  informing  of  the  readiness  of  the  House  to  adjourn  sine 
die. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  their  Clerk.  Assistant,  informing 
that  they  were  ready  to  adjourn  without  day. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pugh, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  are  due  to  the  Honorable  Alfred  Moore, 
for  the  able,  dignified  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  discharg-ed  the  duties  of 
the  Chair,  during  the  present  session. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  made  his  acknowledgments  to  the  House^ 
and  adjourned  it  sine  die.
